He said that 
the best men among the Filipinos were 
acknowledging the authority of § the 
United States, but the rag and bob- 
tail @lement of Aguinaldo’s army was 
insisting on further resistance. Many 
leaders wanted to cease hostilities, and 
Aguinaldo was apparently of the same 
opinion, but was. afraid to surrender 
for fear of assassination. 

A prominent official, who has seen 
the dispatches from Schurman and 
Otis, said the operations of Lawton’s 
troops on the peninsula were under- 
taken principally to show the insurgents 
and the world that there would-be no 
cessation of hostilities by the rainy sea- 
son. 


HARD CAMPAIGNING,

Liewellyn of Torrey’s Rough Riders, 
and former Speaker of the Territoriai 
House of Representatives, was put on 
the witness stand for the prosecution 
this morning. He directed the inves- 
tigation of the Fountain murder case. 

“Col. Fountain was my personal 
friend, and I never knew a more af- 
fectionate family than his,” he said. 
“I was requested to organize a search- 
ing party, and found the abandoned 
buckboard. We followed the trail of 
five horses from there to Col. Foun- 
tain’s last camp, where we found 
blood, and the prints of a child’s right 
shoe. We followed ‘the trail of five 
horses, until it was obliterated by a 
herd of Lee’s cattle being driven to- 
ward his ranch. On the other side of 
this herd was a man riding away very 
fast. Men measured boot tracks about 
the spot where blood was found. One 
showed the boot heel badly run over 
on one side and its counterpart was 
easy to recognize later when I found 
it on the adobe roof of Oliver Lee’s 
house. I also recognized the track 
made ‘tty liam McNéw, in Las 
Cruces, later as one about the bloody 
camp. In this camp was Col. Foun- 
tain’s valise, containing coples of in- 


dictments recently found under his 
prosecution which had been looked 
through.”’ 

After relating the details of the 


search, Maj. Liewellyn said he thought 
one horse’s track leading away from 
the scene of the blood was the same 
as the one going to Lee’s ranch. 


Llewellyn was the first man in Las 
Cruces to suggest, when Fountain dis- 
appeared, that it probably was “one 
of Fountain’s theatrical plays,” and 
that the missing man had skipped for 
reasons of his own, based upon finan- 
cial and other troubles. Fountain had 
just been indicted for forging a tele 
gram to deceive the Probate Judge in 
a case on trial, and he was in other 
difficulties. Llewellyn was the leader 
of a posse that pretended to follow the 
trail of horses, but he abandoned the 
trail many miles from Lee’s camp, and 
if he ever went to Lee’s house at all 
it was many months after the disap- 
pearance of Fountain, and when he was 
sure Lee was not at home. Llewellyn’s 
stories of the wonderful discoveries he 
made as a detective were so prepos- 
terous that even the most fanatical 
partisans in Las Cruces refused to be- 
lieve them. As a romancer, he has a 
reputation that Joe Mulhattan never 
achieved. 

BITTER ENEMIES.

HILLSBORO (N. M.,) June 5.—The 

Fountain murder trial has been de- 
layed this afternoon and evening by the 
illness of Maj. Liéwellyn, who was 
taken sick at noon just after the direct 
examination was finished, and so far 
has been unable to go on the stand.

Sultan of Sulu Importing Arms to 
Resist Americans. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.]

WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE. 


Officials Still Very Reticent as to Its 
Import. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, June 5.—No definite 
information was obtainable today as to 
the, subject of the-discussion during 
the conference at the White House 
last night between the President, Act- 
ing Secretary of War Meiklejohn and 
Adjt.-Gen,. Corbin. The latter refuses 
to refer to the matter. Mr. Meiklejohn 
says the dispatches received referred 
exclusively to future military move- 
ments, which it would be impolitic to 
make public at this time. 

Secretary Hay was a party to the 
conference, a fact not generally known 
last night. It is believed that ad- 
vices were received from President 
Schurman of the Philippine commis- 
sion. The conference prepared some 
instructions to govern the conduct of 
the officers in the Philippines, in ac- 
cordance with the suggestions con- 
tained in the cable advices, and these 
were promptly cabled to Manila. 

The fact that the Secretary of State 
was called into the conference by the 
President is taken as an indication that 
the subjects discussed were not purely 
military in character, but related in 
some manner to large questions of pol- 
icy at the Philippines, relating again to 
some fresh overtures of the insurgents, 
perhaps. The matter is said to be in 
such shape that publication at this 
time would defeat the object in view. 


CENSORSHIP MAINTAINED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Gen. Corbin 
was at the White House tonight going 
over with the President dispatches 
from Manila and other places, and con- 
sidering matters in conn¥tion with 
the campaign in Luzon.

Cable.] Admiral Dewey left the Peak 
Hotel and returned to the Olympia yes- 
terday. This morning he paid farewell!

Admiral Dewey's health has been 
considerably benefited by his residence 
at the Peak. He has refused all social 
invitations, and has taken a perfect 
rest.

The details of the ports at which 
he will call are still undecided, but it 
is probable that stops will be made at 
Singapore and Colombo. The admiral 
seems anxious to avoid all display and 
merely to seek rest. His officers and 
crew are elated at the prospect of a re-

GRIMES CONFESSES. 
Tells How Americans Supplied Fili-. 
pinos With Arma. 
[A. P.. EARLY MORNING tEPORT.] 

NEW YORK, June 5.—A special to 
the Journal and Advertiser from Wash- 
ington says: 

“Capt. Joseph Henry Grimes has 
made a complete confession of his part 
in aiding the Filipinos in securing arms 
and ammunition at Hongkong. 

“On June 7, 1898,:-Grimés’s firm con- 
tracted with Agoncillo to supply 5000 
Mauser rifles, two Maxim guns, 1,000,000 
cartridges and provisions, etc., at a 
cost of $138,000. The outfit was seized 
by the British at the request of the 
Spanish Consul. 

“The local authorities requested per- 
mission for the vessel Pasig to sail 
with the arms, and she was trans- 
ferred to the American register, and 
her name changed to the Abbey, and 
loaded the supplies. On August 27 the 
Abbey, flying the American flag and 
commanded by Capt. G. W. Ellis, an 
American citizen, left Whampoa, fif- 
teen miles frpom.Canton. On board was 
Etzel, an American citizen, whose mis- 
sion it was to teach the Filipinos how 
to use the Maxim guns. 

“Sylvester, Grimes asserts, falsely 
told him that the facts about the ex- 
pedition were known to Admiral Dewey 
and Consul Wildman. 

“The cargo was taken to eight miles 
south of Manila and turned over to the 
insurgent governor of that town. It 
consisted of 496 rifles, 500,000 cartridges 
and two Maxim guns and 2000 pounds 
of Maxim ammunition. 

“After discharging the cargo Grimes 
went to Barcoa, where he met Agui- 
naldo, who said he wanted more am- 
munition. Grimes returned to Hong- 


kong, but was not successful. in his 
further plans. 
“Sylvester visited Aguinaldo, but 


failed to conelude a contract with him 
to procure arms in Germany. 

“Tt will be seen by the above state- 
ment,’ Grimes said, ‘that both Sylvester 
and Etzel plotted on American soil 
ageinst the American government.’ 

“The Abbey was seized about Septem- 
ber 25 last, by the American revenue 
cutter McCulloch, which was attached 
to Admiral Dewey's fleet. Grimes was 
arrested in Manila on November 5. ,; 


“Grimes has brought: suit against 
Aguinaldo, through his attorneys, 
Agoncillo and Lychance, for $365,000, 
which he alleges is one-fourth of the 
profits of the Abbey expedition to 
which he is entitled.”

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Mr. Pow- 
derly, Commissioner of Immigration 
with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, has issued instructions to 
the officials of his service at San Fran- 
cisco to land the company of Filipino 
aetors, who, have been detained there 
some weeks pending a final determina- 
tion of the case. In the.course of his 
letter, Mr. Powderly says that the 
persons who have a contract with the 
Filipinos, and who were instrumental 
in bringing them to this country, as- 
sert that it was their intention ‘to 

rocure the services of natives of the 

hilippine Islands, who would be fair 
types of the people of that race. That, 
in addition, they should be competent 


and customs of their countrymen, and 
that they should be actors of such 
recognized ability as to enable them 
to faithfully portray, a® actors, the 
scenes and incidents of life in the 
Philippines, to sing the native gongs 
and dance the native dances of the Fili- 
pinos, and further to illustrate’ the 
games and festivals which form a part 
of their domestic life, and that under 
no circumstances would they be al- 
lowed to perform any service in com- 
petition with American labor.” 

Continuing, Mr. Powderly says: ; 

“The testimony in this case goes to 
show that the appellants are actors, 
and that their performance was wit- 
nessed by one who testified to that fact. 
It is true that they followed other oc- 
cupations, but that is also true of many 
well-known actors in the United States. 
The point raised as to their compensa- 
tion is not material, since there is no 
recognized rule or standard by which 
managers of theaters are governed in 
paying the salaries of actors.” 

Mr. Powderly has secured a pledge 
from the persons bringing the company 
over that they will execute a new con- 
tract with the Filipinos which will pro- 
vide that “their services shall be now 
only for the purpose of exhibiting the 
songs, dances, games and plays of the 
said islands; that they will cause them 
to be supported, maintained, clothed, 
fed, lodged and supplied with medical 
attention when required, so long as 
they remain in the United States, and 
they shall not require them to do any 
other labor or service than above speci- 
fied, and that they shall be returned to 
their native country «t the cost and ex- 
pense of the cont*actors at the time 
specified in the original contract.

Preparing to Resist Russian Aggres-

NEW YORK, June 5,—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A London cable says the 
greater portion of the £10,000,000' loan 
which is being negotiated there for 
Japan will be devoted to the creation 
and equipment of a new army. With- 
in a comparatively short time the Mi- 
kado expects that he will have a force 
of at least 300,000 men.

SHOT AT ASH FORK. 


MAN BELIEVED TO BE AN EX- 
SOLDIER AND CONVICT. 


Discovered on the Ratlroad Track 
With Trail of Blood Leading 
from the Box Car Near 
Which He Lay. 


Whispered “Am Shot; Accident,” but 
Was Too Near Death to Answer 
Any Questions Regarding 
His Identity. 


If Fred Ross, He Had Been a First 


Tennessee Volunteer and In- 
mate of Stockton Jail. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

ASH FORK (Ariz.,) June 5.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A man about 28 years 
old, supposed to be Fred Ross, an ex- 
soldier, was discovered on the rail- 
road track west of the depot this 
morning, a trail of blood leading from 
the box car near by, to where he lay. 
When found he was still breathing, 
but was too near death to answer ques- 
tions regarding his identity beyond 
whispering: “Am shot; accident.” 

Whether inflicted by himself or at 
the hands of his partner, who has 
not been seen since, could not be 
learned. A large army revolver was 
found in the car where he had evident- 
ly passed the night. One chamber had 
been fired, the bullet from which had 
torn an ugly hole in the left groin, 
severing an artery. 

The unfortunate man had fallen out 
of the car when shot, and crawled 

me distance. There being no powder. 
Tastes on his clothing, it is evident 
the ghot was not fired at very close 
range. Ross had been a member of the 
First Tennessee Volunteers, and alse 
Veen an inmate of the Stockton jail.

A&A MURDEROUS ITALIAN. 


Shoots E. G. Zeiro Seriously and 
Kills Himself With Poison.

SAN JOSE, June 5.—E. G. Zeiro, 
captain of the Italian hussars and 
employed by A. Vatune of the St.

Arata’s friends say that about nine 
years ago the suicide gave $900 into 
Zeiro’s keeping and that he has never 
been able to get it back. | Arata worked 
at the Almaden grocery, yntil .about 
two years ago, when he;was obliged 
to quit on account of his health. He 
was far gone in consumption when he 
shot Zeiro. A wife and five children 
in straightened circumstances are left 
behind. 


The condition of Zeiro tonight is se- 
rious. The bullet penetrated the head

Sayn He Has but Sixteen Dollars to 


His Name, and Denies Mrs.

Pretty Casino Chorus Girl.

NEW YORK, June 65.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] ‘Annie L. Schults is suing 
her husband, E. D. Schults, for an ab- 
solute divorce. In the Supreme Court 
today Justice Beach reserved decision, 
upon the application of the wife for 
alimony and counsel fees pending a 
trial of the suit.

While rummaging through her hus- 
band’s effects recently Mrs. Schults 


claims that she found several letters’

She 
also claims she ram across a bill from 
a prominent Sixth-avenue dry-goods 
store for $186, which her husband is 
called upon to settle.

The conference between Siler and the 
“two puglists will not involve any diffi- 
culty in effecting the mutual agree- 
ment, the articles calling for a fight 
under Marquis of Queensberry rules, 
with the exception that there shall be 
no hitting in the breakaways or in 
clinches, and that the men must break 
clean at order of referee. Neither man 
will be allowed to wear bandages of 
any description on his hands. It is also 
stipulated that the gloves must be sub- 
mitted to the referee for his approval 
twenty-four hours before the contest. 
Bach pugilist receives the privilege 
of furnishing his own gloves. Jeffries 
has an unusually large fist and is al- 
ways very careful in selecting his mit- 
tens. 

Jeffries will leave his quarters at 
Asbury Park for the scene of the mill 
on Thursday morning. He will go at 
once to Martin Dowling’s Hotel on the 
boulevard at Coney Island, and remain 
there until the night of the fight.

FITZ HAS A FALL.

TRAINING HARD. 


Fitzsimmons and Jefferies Keep Up 
Their Exercise. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS .NIGHT REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, June 5.—As the com- 
pletion of his training approaches, the 
heavy-weight champion pugilist  in- 
creases his work. This was one of the 
liveliest days that the lanky boxer has 
put in since he began his preparation 
for his fight with Jim Jeffries for the 
World's championship which will take 
place before the Coney Island Club next 
Friday evening. Bob was out of doors 
shortly after sunrise this morning, and 
with his pet pony, took a dip in the 
waters of Bath beach, close to his home 

and training quarters. 

At 9:30 o’clock he ate a hearty break- 
fast, after which he punched the bag 
for an hour, taking brief periods of 
rest. He was remarkably supple, and 
those who watched «him commented 
favorably on his condition. He took a 
short walk before luncheon, and after 
he had partaken of his midday meal, he 
essayed to ride the pony. As he sat 

. astride of the animal, the lanky boxer’s 
toes tipped the ground. The pugilist 
had his trousers rolled up at the bot- 
tom. The pony struck one of his iron 
shoes on the hind hoofg in the lap iron 
of FitzSimmons’s right‘ankle, and Fitz 
was rolled over in the dust. Fitzsim- 
mons was unhurt. 

About 3 o'clock the champion donned 
his fighting togs and boxed twelve fast 
rounds with Yank Kenney, Dan Hickey 
and Jack Everhardt. The last-named 
made his first appearance as an oppo- 
nent to the big fellow today, asin hith- 
erto duties of training, Kenney and 
Hickey have been the only ones to take 
chances with the champion. Hickey 
took first place and a !ively round en- 
eued. Then came Mverhardt, full cf 
vim and Cleverness. Kenney took a 
turn, and as he is over 210 pounds in 
weight, he came in fur a large share of 
the damage, as Bob failed to hand him 
any love taps. 

These three toox turns, so that Fitz- 
simmons boxed first three rounds with 
each, with a rest of one minute be- 
tween the rounds. Hickey ‘anded a 
hard swing on Bob’s-.vye in the tenth, 
but had to retire for :epairs a *noment 
later, when Fitzsimmons sent a left 
smash into his right eye, clasing it. 

Fitzsimmons took a lot of’ knocks 
and seemed to like them, as he encour-

aged his opponents. to hit him as hard 
as possible. All three were badly 
winded, but. Fitzsimmons showed no 
signs of wearing. After being well 
rubbed down, the champion donned 
blue sweater and trousers. He then 
ate a hearty dinner, and as soon as he 
satisfied appetite, took a 
twelve-mile BWNy, ecompanied by two 
of his trainers. “When the party re- 
turned torthe house ogain, Bob went 
to bed and was sound asleep after % 
o'clock. He said before retiring that 


he would pursue the same course of 
training until next Thursday evening. 

Jim Jeffries, who is training at As- 
bury Park for his fight with Fitzsim- 
mons on Friday, put im a good days 
work, and his movements were care- 
fully watched by a number of New 
York sporting men, who went down to 
the training quarters. They got 4 great 
deal of information 6f Jeffries'’s condi- 
tion and cleverness, and returned to- 
night to New York favorably im- 
pressed. 


Mike Donovan said Jeffries was the 
cleverest and fastest man he had ever 
seen of his size. Bill Lavigne. who 
trained Corbett last summer, expressed 


a similar opinion, and William Hrady 
claimed that Jeffries’s work was &@ 
revelation to him. In his sparring with 
Daly, the latter received a fiat knock- 


out. 

Jeffries appears to be trained down 
to the proper weight according to his 
proportions. He seems to have devel- 
oped a strong system of blocking and 
good judgment as to distance and time. 

Several members of the New York 
Athletic Club, who had _ previously 
taken Fitzsimmons'’s measurement 
after comparing the figures with those 
shown by Jeffries, intimated that Jeff- 
ries would put up a very strong argu- 
ment with Fitzsimmons, with the 
chances in his favor. 

BOTH MEN CONFIDENT.

Returning, he went to work in the 
gymnasium, and it was 12 o'clock he- 
fore he finished. He used the punch- 
ing bag and wrist machine, jumped the 


rope, sparred a few rounds, niayed 
handball, and was rubbed down. The 
boiler-maker remarked today that 


when the gong sounded Friday night 
at Coney Island, ‘“‘There is going to be 
trouble.” He is of the opinion that one 
of his famous left hooks will settle the 
champion.

MICROBES IN HIS MILK. 


GOV. TANNER WILL FORESWEAR 


THE LACTEAL FLUID. 


Cows Which Supplied the Govern- 
or’s Household With Milk Found 
to Be Rotten With Disease, 
Startling Revelations. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, June 5.—Gov. Tanner, at 
the stock yards today, witnessed the 
slaughtering of twenty-seven cows in 
a test conducted by the State Board 
of Live Stock Commissioners. Twenty- 
five were found to be in an advanced 
stage of consumption, and the other 
two had well-developed cases. This 
herd came from a dairy farm in Sanga- 
mon county, that supplies the Gover- 
nor’s household with milk, and he ex- 
pressed himself very forcibly on the 
subject. 

“That test demonstrates,” -he said, 
“the danger that constantly confronts 
the public, and proves that the Live 
Stock Commissioners should be in- 
vested with power to examine every 
herd in the State, whether private or 
not. Dr. Lovejoy tells me that this 
herd is the worst that has been met 
yet. Why, they were simply rotten with 
disease, which must surely spread the 
germs of tuberculosis.” 


BXPLORERS’ MEDALS. 


Ambassador Choate Assists at a 
Scientific Function. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, June 5.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] At the anniversary meeting of 
the Royal Geographical Society this 
afternoon, the United States Ambas- 
sador, Joseph H. Choate, presented the 
medal awarded to Sir John Murray, 
a naturalist and chronicler of the Chal- 
lenger expedition, by the American 
Geographical Society. The Ambassa- 
dor expressed his full sympathy with 
the object of the American society in 
awarding the medal. The American 
socity, he added, had for many years 

emulated the Royal Society. 

The Ambassdor then dwelt upon the 
work of Sir John*Murray and said that 
science, art and literature form today 
links which perpetuate the friendship 
now existing between the two countries. 

The founders’ medal was presented to 
Capt. Binger and Sir Clement Mark- 
ham, president of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society, who was in the chair, 
eulogized the work of the French-Afri- 
can explorers.

CHAIN OF DISASTER. 


Boy Drowned, Girl Hurt, Three 
Adults Brought to Death’s Door. 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, June 5.—A special from 
Arthur, Ill., says one boy drowned, a 
little girl fatally injured by the hoofs 
of horses, two women and a man 
brought to death’s door by the shocks 
of the accidents, all incidents accom- 
panying the funeral of a man who met 
sudden death, made Sunday a remark- 

able one in this city. . 

The strange chain of disaster began 
when the local G.A.R. post buried T. P. 
Wells, who was asphyxiated by gas at 
a hotel in Chicago last Wednesday 
night. While the ceremony was in 
progress at the cemetery, news reached 
George Baker that his three-year-old 
son had been drowned: while swimming. 
The shock prostrated Mr. Baker. When 
the news was broken to his wife, she 
went frantic and hecame unconscious. 
Both are in a precarious condition. 

While the funeral procession was re- 
turning from the cemetery, one of the 
carriages ran over Mrs. William Sulli- 
van's little two-year-old daughter, 
mangling her in a horrible condition. 

A young lady who witnessed the ac- 
cident fainted and lay four hours un- 
conscious.

The Sidar’s Services hn Crushing the 
Mahdists Given Substantial 
Recognition by the

of the Soudan. 


Mr. Balfour Admits the Bones of the 
__- Prophet Might Have Been More 
Gently Handled. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT’ REPORT.] 

LONDON, June 5.—Mr. Balfour, in 
introducing a vote of £30,000 for Lord 
Kitchener in the House of Commons, 
today, says the fact that the power of 
Mahdism was crushed was due to the 
genius of the man they desired to honor 
and reward. He expressed the hope 
that those who objected to the policy of 
the Soudan advance would not think 
that a reason for resisting the vote, as 
such a course would be _ introducing 
politics into military matters. He then 
dwelt with admiration on the way the 

‘girdar had surmounted difficulties and 
erzanized victories by “his unsweryving 
and almost superhuman industry, which 
deserved a signal mark of gratitude 
and honor,” and he, Mr Balfour, be- 
lieved that in proposing the vote of 
£20,000, he was only carrying opt the 
wishes of the House and of the country. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Banerman, the 
opposition leader, cordially supported 
the motion, while expressing regret at 
the treatment of the Mahdi's body, 
which he regarded as an error of taste 

d judgment. 
ge Balfour did not refer to the inci- 
dent of the Mahdi’s head, excepting in- 
directly, when he said he conceived 
that there was only one question be- 
fore the house, namely, military merit. 

In connection with his reference to 
mixing politics in military matters, Mr. 
Balfour declared those who are dis- 
posed to withhold from the public in 

‘general, merited general disapproval. 

Mr. Balfour added that the country 
whose army concerned ‘tself with poli- 
tics was on the verge of military des- 
oun Morley, former Liber® chief 
secretary for Ireland, opposed the vote 
on the ground of the treatment of the 
Mahdi’s men, to which Mr. Balfour re- 
plied that he did not believe the ele- 
ment of vengeance had influenced Gen, 
Kitchener in the smallest degree, 
pointing out that he had treated the 
Mahdi’s family with the utmost con- 
sideration. The rest of the body, he 
also said, had been public, as public- 
ity was an essential part of the policy 
dictating the act. It was the first duty 
ef the man responsible for the safety 
ef the men and officers left in charge 
cf Omdurman'to root out the fanatical 
superstition which had been the 
strength of Mahdism for years. 

Mr. Balfour admitted, however, that 
perhaps, the reinterment of the remains 
have been conducted in a better man-

The 
Lill agreed upon by the Republican 
Committee of the House will no doubt 
be laid before us in the nature of a 
suggestion, and we will consider it as 
ve will do other plans which repre- 
sent commendable features. Perhaps 
‘in the future we will meet with the 
gentlemen of the House, but nothing 
definite in that line has been arranged. 

“T do not anticipate any very rad- 
ical measures. We want to maintain 
eur standard, and at the same time 
give the country a safe and yet a flex- 
ible currency. It is said that we ought 
to declate for the gold standard, but 
we are on the gold standard now. The 
views of the President relative to the 
issue of National Bank currency to the 
par value of the bonds deposited with 
the United States Treasurer, a de- 
crease in the tax on National Bank cir- 
culation, and the payment ef gold for 
greenbacks, when the latter are taken 
out of the Treasury, are all worthy of 
enatment into law and I should not 
be surprised to see them adopted. 
There may be some new suggestions, 
as for instance, ‘some legislation re- 
gerding our silver certificates which 
will remove them:from the least degree 
uncertainty.”

ARBITRATION COMMITTEE HOLDS 
IMPORTANT MEETING, 


Secretary of the Drafting Commis- 
sion Reads the Scheme of Medi- 
ation—Adopted Without Modifi- 
cation and but One Stipulation. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
THE HAGUE, June 5.—[By Atlantic 


Cable.] The Arbitration Committee of 
titBeace Conference held a meeting 


today under the chairmanship of M. 
Leon Bourgeois. Andrew .D. White, 
head of the United States delegation; 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, head of the 
British delegation, and M. De Staal, 
head of the Russian delegaton, with all 


the members of the commission pres- 
ent. 


The secretary of the drafting com- 
mission read the draft scheme of medi- 
ation under discussion. Articles one 
and two are declaratory, to the ef- 
fect that the signatory powers, in or- 
der to prevent a recourse to force, 
have agreed to effect pacific solutions 
of differences and will, except in ex- 
ceptional circumstances, before an ap- 
peal to force have recourse to the medi- 
ation of one or more friendly powers. 

Article 3—Independently of re- 
course to such amicable means, the 
signatories deem it expedient that one 
or more powers not concerned in the 
conflict should offer of its or their own 
initiative and so far as circumstances 
will permit, its good offices of media- 
tion to the states at variance. The 
right to offer good offices of mediation 
belongs to powers not concerned in 
the conflict, even if during the course 
of actual hostilities, and the exercise 
of this right can never be considered 
by the parties at variance as an un- 
friendly act.

He never thought of seeking for lit- 
erary work in his-extremity, only of 
trying to raise money from money 
lenders on his prospective property.

His mind, 
however recovered its tone, and he 
had a greater mental activity than 
for years. He wrote his “Confessions” 
and “Suspira de Profundis,’’ a sequel 
to them, and did other valuable work.

In the sequel to the work which 
appeared some time afterward we are 
told that he relapsed, and after re- 
newed struggles thought that he had 
conquered his weakness a second time, 
But the third time he went down.

He felt himself sinking irretrievably, 
and was overcome by a feeling of de- 
spair. For the first time he felt the 
hopelessness of retrieving his position.

“escaping by some refluent current 
from the maelstrom roaring for him in 
the distance, who finds suddenly that 
this current is but an eddy, wheeling 
round upon the same maelstrom.”

resort to ‘that charmed place after 
taking his laudanum negus and revel 
in the divine music for hours. From 
an occasional to a constant use of 
opium is but a step, in some cases 
a little longer delayed than in oth- 
ers, but inevitable, and De Quincey was 
no exception to the rule. He became 
a complete slave to it, and suffered all 
the penalties which attend the break- 
ing of nature’s inviolable laws. He 
wrote brilliantly at first while under 
its influence, and entered upon a lit- 
erary career which has left for its 
fruits some of the finest descriptive 
writing in the language. The fascin- 
ating pages of “The Opium Eater” 
show the almost incomparable splen- 
dors of his style, and the ‘Critical Es- 
says” and ‘‘Autobiographic Sketches” 
are second only to Ruskin’s best work. 

Up to 1813 he retained partial control 
of himself and married and settled in 
the lake region. in a cottage which 
seemed to him to inclose a little part 
of heavevn itself. All seemed going 
well with him. His mind was active, 
his worldly position secure, his wife 
devoted and adored, and the pains of 
opium not yet alarming. He calls it 
his happiest year, “a year of brilliant 
water,” placed between years of glom- 
ier character. He took now 1000 drops 
of laudanum a day, but did not con- 
sider himself a confirmed opium eater. 
Very soon, however, he found himself 
wholly in its grasp, and his unutterable 
sufferings began. It seems incredible 
that they could have been deferred so 
long. To quote his own words once 
more: 

“Now a long farewell to happiness, 
winter or summer! Farewell to smiles 
and laughter! Farewell to peace of 
mind! Farewell to hope and to tranquil 
dreams and to the blessed consola- 
tions of sleep!” 

For three years and a half he had 
no respite from his cruel tortures. His 
intellectul faculties were palsied, he 
could not read or write. In two years’ 
time he read but one book. But he 
did not forget what he had once been 
possessed of, and could still enjoy po- 
etry by snatches. He could make no 
sustained mental effort. His nights 


cess had murdered sleep. There was a 
sense of infinity in all these horrors. 
They extended over vast periods of 
time, and were attended by such wear- 
iness and exhaustion as are indescrib- 
able and beyond the comprehension of 
any healthy mind. All grotesyue and 
hideous things passed in procession be- 
fore his eyes. He says: 

“T was stared at, hooted at, grinned 
at, chattered at, by monkeys, »y paro- 
quets, by cockatoos.. I ran into pa- 
godas and was fixed for centuries at 
the summit, as in secret rooms. I was 
the idol: I was the prie8t; I was wor- 
shiped; I was sacrificed. I fled from 
the wrath of Brama through all the 
forests of Asia: Vishnu hated me: 
Seela lay in walt for me. I Game sud- 
denly upon Isis and Osiris; I had done 
a deed they said which the ibis and 
the crocodile trembled at. I was bur- 
ied for a thousand years in stone cof- 
fins, with mummies and sphinxes, in 
narrow chambers at the heart of eter- 
nal pyramids. I was kissed with can- 
cerous kisses, by crocodiles: and laid, 
eonfounded with all unutterable slimy 
things, amongst reeds and Nilotic 
mud.”’ 

At first his terrors had been moral 
and spiritual, menace, detestation, in- 
earceration horror, but later, all phy- 
sical distress came upon him. Loath- 
ing, yet fascinated, he lived for cen- 
turies with the accursed crocodiles 
and other abominations of the flesh. 
The voices of his children sometimes 
had power to free him for a time from 
his misery, and he says: * |

The ‘“Confession’’ gave him at once 
a high place among living authors, and 
he went to London, driven by pecun- 
iary necessities to engage in litera- 
ture as a profession He had lived 
for twenty years in Westmoreland, 
several years of the time in Words- 
worth’s cottage at Grasmere. His 
friends there and in London were 
Wordsworth, Coleridge, Southey, Prof. 
Wilson, Charles Lamb, Mrs. Siddons, 
Fannah More, Sir Humphry Davy and 
other literary persons. His writings 
were all contributed to periodicals, and 
he received generous sums for them. 
But he was haunted by pecuniary dif- 
ficulties throughout life, though he 
had a small inherited income to the 
end. His family was large—five sons 
and three daughters. His mode of life 
Was necessarily extremely simple and 
inexpensive. He removed to Lass- 
wade, near Edinburgh, late in life, and 
died there in 1859, aged 74 years. His 
devoted wife, who,’ since 1816, had 
shared in all his sorrows and defeats, 
survived him. She is spoken of as 
an admirable person, who filled her 
difficult position with perfect tender- 
ness and grace. The wife of an er- 
ratic and much of the time an ir- 
responsible man of genius, all the 
heavy cares and burdens of the large 
family fell upon her, in addition to 
the agony she experienced in watching 
his terrible struggles, and her con- 
viction of the utter hopelessness of 
these struggles. She saw his brilliant 
intellect constantly in eclipse, and 
mourned as only a loving woman 
could mourn. What he might have 
accomplished in literature under nor- 
mal circumstances can only be conjec- 
tured. The work he did was memor- 
able and splendid, but what might he 
not have done had he lived in accord 


of all her laws? 

Some of his most gorgeous “word 
painting we doubtless owe to the use 
of opium. Those transcendent visions. 
those marvelous flights°of imagination: 
that lofty reverie, that matchless fe- 
licity of touch, come of the exaltation 
of all his powers by the poisonous stim- 
ulus. But what higher flights of cre- 
ative imagination, what more sustained 
excellence of thought, what deeper in- 
sight into life and its mysteries: what 
moral power and vigor, did he not lose! 
The great majority of men of genius 
have led sane and noble lives. The few 
exceptions, where they have yielded 
to the seductions of poisonous drugs, 
like De Quincey, Coleridge, Rossetti 
and Poe, but mark how high the gen- 
eral level of their lives has risen.

light in consulting J. R. Findlay’s 
“Personal Recollections of Thomas de

published in 1886 from notes tak?’n by 
the author, with no view to their pos- 


sible publication, at a time when’ Dae 
Quincey, 70 years of age, was 
one of the most interesting lit- 
erary personages. living. “As an 


instance of the effect of opium on the 
system, Mr. Findlay states in these 
“Recollections” that in November, 1854, 
De Quincey told him that his lee was 
“quite black from the foot to corid- 
erably above the knee.’’ 

(2.) If possible Hogg’s “De Quingey 


with nature and not in utter defiance 


and Fis Friends’ should be consult- 
ed—a oollection of “‘personal recollec- 
tions, souvenirs and anecdotes” (Lon- 
don: Samson Low, Marston & Co.) We 
doubt if anyone interested in De Quin- 
cey, when once he has taken up this 
delightful volume, will be willing to 
lay it aside until he has finished it. 
Mr. Hoge had exceptional facilities 
for seeing and knowing De Quincey 
during a number of years. 
(3.) We presume there are few of our 
students who have not heard of the 
famous ‘Dictionary of National Blog- 
raphy,” edited by Lesile Stephen—the 
most complete, the most authentic, the 
most excellent in style of all publica; 
tions of that sort in the world. It hap- 
pens that the article-on De Quincey 
in the “Dictionary” is written by Les- 
He Stephen, the editor of the work, 
and this gives us an opportunity of 
mentioning it. Of course it will be. un- 
derstood that this “national dictibn- 
ary” is wholly confined to British na- 
tional biography. 
(4.) Thackeray used to say that he 
never read “autobiography” 
that of the Robinson Crusoe sort’ with- 
out distrusting it. We do not know 
whether he would have distrusted De 
Quincey’s “autobiography” or not. for 
it was not published in collected form 
until after Thackeray's death. Howe 
ever, any reader who may have a re- 
ish for autobiography that is not for- 
mal, but a series of dream-like pic- 
tures expressed in English of the most 
masterly sort, will, we feel sure, find 
delight in De Quincey’s ‘‘Autobio- 
graphical Sketches.” (Edinburgh: A. 
& C. Black.) 
(5.) Houghton, Mfflin & Co., Boston, 
may be called the historical publish- 
ers of De Quincey's writings. They pub- 
lish a number of them in inexpensive 
form for students’ use. We would es- 
pecially commend their “Beauties from 
the writings of De Quincey.”

COREY’S JAG. 


The Ordinary Method of Forfeiting 
Bail Will not Apply. , 

A warrant was issued from Justice 
Austin’s court yesterday afternoon for 
the arrest of J. M. Corey on a charge 
of disturbing the peace. Corey was ar- 
rested about 10:30 o'clock Sunday night 
by Policeman Henderson on a charge of 
intoxication, and at the Police Station 
he deposited $5 cash bail for his ap- 
pearance in the Police Court today. 
Later the charge against Corey wae 
changed to disturbance of the peace and 
as he did not appear in court yester- 
day when his name was called, he was 
ordered brought in on a warrant. Po- 
liceman Henderson charged Corey with 
using profane, vulgar and indecent lan- 
guage in the presence of women on San 
Fernando street, near Wilhardt. 

In cases of ordinary intoxication it is 
usual to allow a prisoner, when ar- 
rested, and after remaining in jail long 
enough to get sobered up, to deposit $5 
cash bail at the Police Station for his 
appearance in the Police Court later. 
It frequently happens that the defend- 
ant prefers to forfeit the $5 rather than 
appear in court, in which event the 
matter is disposed of by the bail money 
being applied to his fine. Hence Coreys 
absence from court was probably due 
to his ignoranee ofthe fact that the 
charge against him had been changed. 

Corey was rearrested last night and 
deposited $10 cash bail for his appear- 
ance in court today.

An Old Carpenter Who Was Armed @ 
la Footpad.

MR. HENDERSON FOR SPEAKER. 

It appears, from eastern dispatches, 
that Congressman David B. Hender- 
son of Jowa has received enough 
pledges from his associates in the 
House of Representatives to insure 
his election to the Speakership at the 
fext session. If report be true, he 
Will have not less than 102 votes in 
the Republican caucus, which will in- 
sure his election on the first ballot. 
In addition to the 102 votes which are 
said to have been positively pledged 
to Col. Henderson, there are fifty-nine 
which are classified as likely to be 
cast for him. These would swell the 
vote to 161, which would give him the 
office by a nearly unanimous vote of 
the Republican members of Congress. 

Assuming that the claims made in 
behalf of Col. Henderson are correct, 
or approximately so, he is certain to 
be’ the successor of Thomas B. Reed as 
the presiding officer of the House. 
This change will be a distinct gain to 
the Republican party. Mr. Reed, 
though a man of acknowledged ability, 
has of late years seen fit to place him- 
self in opposition to some of the lead- 
ing measures advocated by a mgajority 
of the Republican party. Especially 
has he taken pains to oppose the pres- 
ent administration as regards many 
measures of great importance. He 
has used the power and the prestige of 
his official position to defeat admin- 
istration measures and to gratify per- 
sonal grudges. For these reasons, and 
for others, Thomas: B. Reed has out- 
lived his usefulness as Speaker of the 
House, and his retirement from that 
position will be a distinct benefit to 
the party which he has served well 
and ably in the past. 

With David B. Henderson in the 
Speaker’s chair, the administration 
will not find itself confronted by fac- 
tional opposition, led by the presiding 
officer of the House. Mr. Henderson 
is an able parliamentarian, an earnest 
Republican, and a firm supporter of 
the administration. It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that with a strong Re- 
publican majority in the House, the 
a@ministration is fairly entitled to the 
support of that body in important 
measures of party policy. It will have 
this support, without question, in the 
next House. With Mr. Henderson as 
Speaker; the hands of the administra- 
tion will: not be tied for lack of sup- 
port in the house of its friends, and 
the management of the nation’s affairs 
will be mych more harmonious than 
it has been under the reign of Czar 
Reed, during the past three or four 
years. 

We think it would be good judgment 
and .good western and national policy 
for the California Republican Repre- 
sentatives to go to the support of Gen. 
Henderson.

A MINING CONFERENCE. 

The mining industry of Southern 
California is developing with encour- 
aging rapidity. The success which 
has attended operations in and 
around Randsburg has encouraged ex- 
ploration work in many new sections 
and the reopening of properties which 
had been ahandoned for many years. 
The facilities for carrying on mining 
operations in this section as com- 
pared with more remote parts of the 
country are beginning to attract the 
attention of shrewd mining investors. 
This increased interest in mining has 
led to a demand for the formation of 
a solid miners’ association, to which 
those engaged in developing the min- 
eral wealth of the southwest may lo6k 
for assistance and advice. As men- 
tioned in THe Times, the recent forma- 
tion of ~branch of the California 
Miners’ Association is not regarded by 
a great majority of the mining men 
in this section as being thoroughly 
representative ot the local industry, 
and steps are now being taken to form 
a separate organization. It is sug- 
gested that such organization should 
be made an auxilliary body, or depart- 
ment, of the Southwestern Commercial 
Congress, which is to be held in 
Los Angeles on July 12. This would 
give an opportunity to the mining 
men who will attend the congress as 
members to also attend the meetings 
of the miners’ association, without 
additional expense or loss of time. 

The idea is a good one and should 
be taken up by mining men in this 
section. Such an organization could 
cooperate with the San Francisco as- 
sociation on matters which relate to 
the general welfare of the mining in- 
dustry, and in addition to that, give to 
the rapidly-growing mining industry 
of Southern California attention which 
it has not received, nor is likely to 
receive, from the San Francisco asso- 
ciation, in the eyes of which Southern 
always over- 
shadowed by the mining interests. of 
the northern part of the State. 


DEATH OF SURGEON WHITE, U.8.N. 
Tidings have been received of the 
death, from ptomaine poisoning, of S. 
S. White, Assistant Surgeon U.S.N., 
at Juneau, Alaska, which occurred on 
May 31. This young officer was mar- 
ried some four years ago to Ynez. eld- 
est daughter of the late Hon. J. de 
Barth Shorb, of San Gabriel, and the 
wedding, as will be remembered, was 
one of the most notable social events 
of the San Gabriel Valley.

IN THE HEART OF CHINA.

daring undertaking. The engineering

These inhabitants of the 
interior of China are not favorably 
disposed toward foreigners and foreign 
innovations. Though the members 
of the surveying party were well pro- 
tected by a detail of native soldiers, 
(so-called,) this protection did not af- 
ford them immunity from hostile dem- 
onstrations—a. fact which serves to 
show the density of the ignorance and 
prejudice which exist in “Darkest 
China.” But there can be no doubt 
that American enterprise will in the 
end overcome all obstacles, and will 
carry the undertaking to a triumphant 
conclusion. 

The imménse importance of the pro- 
posed railway from Hankow to Can- 
ton can hardly be exaggerated. It 
will traverse some of.the, most im- 
portant provinces: of-the-Chinese Em- 
pire, and will in fact throw open the 
interior of that almost unknown coun- 
try to the aggressive civilization of 
the Western World. The road _ will 
connect at Hankow with the Belgian 
line running to Peking, which will 
there join the Russian line which Is 
to have its terminus at that city. The 
effect of this road upon American 
commerce will be of incalculable im- 
portance. Our increasing trade with 
the Orient will receive an immense 
impetus; and the Pacific Coast, by rea- 
son of its geographical situation, 
ought to receive a very large propor- 
tion of this commercial benefit. 


It may be that, before long, South- 
ern California will become an iron- 
producing section. Iron ore is rapidly 
growing scarce, and some of the manu- 
facturers are beginning to express 
alarm at the prospects for the future, 
the consumption of iron being now 
much greater than was ever before 
known. This is largely due to the ex- 
tensive use of iron in buildings. It 
is believed that the price of iron will 
Continue to advance for some time 
yet, and this will stimulate the de- 
velopment of new fields. In this sec- 
tion, there are large and valuable de- 
posits of iron ore, especially in San 
Bernardino and Fresno counties, which 
it has not yet been possible to develop 
profitably, under present conditions, 
but with a considerable increase in 
price, and with the coéperation of the 
it is not umreasonable to 
suppose that before many years we 
may see some big iron mines actively 
operated in the Southwest.

Trade Route Through Central China—Return to 
Canten—A Tramp of 750 Miles, 


By a Special Correspondent. 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Following is 
the conclusion of the absorbingly in- 
teresting narrative of M. W. Kirk- 
patrick Brice, son of the late Senator 
Calvin S. Brice, describing his remark- 
able journey through Central China: 

“When we crossed the border into 
the province of Hunan, the crowds of 
coolies that surrounded us soon be- 
came larger and more troublesome. The 
people were not yet hostile, but simply 
crazy with curiosity. They wanted to 
feel our clothing, look through our 
field glasses, and examine all of our 
effects. At times they almost mobbed 
us. 
Shui-Pu, just over. the 
Hunan. We ate Christmas 
walled in by a huge mob of ragged, 
dirty, jabbering coolies, which we had 
to placate. 

“The soldiers forming our escort 
fave us a certain amount of impor- 
tance, but we had to depend upon our 
tact for real protection. These sol- 
diers, by. the way, were one of the od- 


what ludicrous attempts to manipulate 
our chop-sticks. The menu included, 
beside some more familiar courses, 
shark-fins, pigeon eggs, wood fungus, 
lotos seeds, snail mussels and bamboo 
shoots. The dinner was well-cooked, 
and we were rather surprised to find 
how good it was. 

“Our visits to cities eontinued to at- 
tract general attention. The trumpet- 
ers with our soldiers would enter first 
blowing as if their lives depended wpon 
the effort, and every blast brought 
hordes, of Chinese,

“At ng Kuan we had our first se- 
rious trouble. Some of the ill-natured 
ones in the big crowd began to show 
their contempt for us by hooting and 
throwing stones. The officials and sol- 
diers surrounded us and hurried us to 
our boats, where we were out of harm’s 
way. During the confusion Gen. Par- 
sons was struck by a stone, but was 
not hurt. 

“The Siang is,a very large riyer, with 
a rather swift current, and is navigable 
for fairly large steamboats, probably as 


far as Heng Chou. It has for the 
most part high banks, and in some 


“Iam not inclined to be superstitious, 
but just after leaving Yung-Hsing & 
rather’ remarkable thing took place. 
We stopped one night in an ancient 
temple, which offered the only shelter 
in that immediate ‘neighborhood. On 
the wall was the picture of a Chinese 
god that attracted our attention. It 
was simply a print of little value, and 
Magor announced that he was goin 
to take it when we left. The Chine 
were horrified at the idea. They said 
that it was a picture of the god of 
the stomach, and ‘that if we stole it 
we would surely be punished. Magor, 
to satisfy them, put it back in its 
place. Next day half of the party com- 
plained of not feeling well, and three 
of us were positively sick. Then we 
discovered that Magor had. the ow 
tucked away in his inside pocket. e 
Chinese were triumphant over the 
swiftness of the vengeance. I don’t 
know that I thought anything of the 
matter, but Dr. Jollison advised Magor 
to throw the dyspeptic deity away, and 
Jellison is a missionary, too. 

“Five hundred miles from Hankow we 
made the Chi Ling Pass, which is in 
the mountains that divide the provinces 
of Hunan and Kwang-Tung, and is 
the ancient trade route of Central 
China. It is approached by an old 
stone highway that greatly interested 
us, and is in the center of a rather 
wild, mountainous district. Over this 
highway wound a continuous stream 
of pack mules and coolies, carrying 
merchandise.

“We were elated to reach and 
Che Ling, for ever since leaving 
kow it had been a sort of goal to us, 
and the rest of the journey seemed 
comparatively easy. Our descent from 
the mountains was along a branch of 
the Pei River, and it was in many re- 
spects one of the most interesting parts 
of our trip. The river winds through 
a series of wild gorges, and the coun- 
try is simply beautiful. We reached 
that country during the New Year cele- 
bration of the Chinese, and had _ the 
greatest difficulty securing boats and 
boatmen, as the meanest coolie de- 
spises work at that time. We agreed 
to let them celebrate while they 
worked, and part of the trip was thus 
made a sort of carnival. Punks were

dest and most amusing features of the 
expedition, They were strongly remi- 
niscent of the army in a comic opera. 
Their costume was brilliant with or- 
ange and green or blue and red, with 
a white circle of cloth stitched upon 
the coat in front and another behind. 
Characters sewed upon this white cir- 
cle told the regiment the wearer be- 
longed to. Whatever its object, it 
would make an excellent target for an 
enemy’s bullet, and it is significant that 
it faces both ways. They were armed 
with swords, fans and umbrellas, sun 
and rain being, perhaps, the most cus- 
tomary, if not their most dreaded, 
foes. Some of them had old muskets 
which may have seen service in Europe 
in some previous incarnation, but 
which had certainly never been fired 
by their present owners, since they are 
not provided with any ammunition. 
Others carried long two-handed 
swords, with rusty iron blades, while 
many made a warlike showing with 
pikes, three-pronged forks and other 
archaic weapons. Perhaps the bravest 
of all were those who depended on 
frightening the enemy with brilliant- 
colored banners; their appearance was 
certainly most bellicose and formidable. 
They had apparently little idea of mili- 
tary discipline, though they were al- 
ways on hand, and did some good 
service in keeping back the crowds. 
This they did in a most amusing way. 
Some of them carried bamboo sticks, 
split in such a way that when they 
were snapped quickly they made a loud 
cracking noise. When they struck any 
one, it certainly seemed as though the 
victim had received a severe blow, 
but in reality they never hurt any one 
at all, and never intended to. The od- 
dest part of it is that the people took 
it all seriously, and acted out their 
part to perfection by looking hurt and 
keeping out of the way. It all seemed 
lite a children’s game; yet without 
this absurd mockery of protective 
power we might have had some serious 
trouble. 

“In the afternoon of December 25, 
Gen. Parsons pressed ahead and dis- 
covered a pass through the mountains 
down into the valley of the Siang 
River, which he called Christmas Pass” 
in honor of the day. The Chinese offi- 
cials called that night and sought to 
prevent us from going into the Siang 
Valley. They told us of clan fights 
on our intended route, and declared 
that they could not* be responsible for 
our safety. We went ahead the next 
day, however, and were not molested. 

“A few days later Gen. Parsons, 
Capt. Rich, Woo and myself left the 
party and went west to the city of Yo 
Chou, which is situated at the junction 
of the Yange-Tse and Siang Rivers. It 
is a walled city of 200,000 population, 
has telegraphic communication with 
Hankow, and is to be shortly opened 
as a treaty port. They were holding 


the annual examinatiens there, and 10,- | 


000. students had come to the city to 
take part, and on that account we 
were forbidden to enter the city. Woo 
was allowed to enter. however, and 
the rest of us remained on our boats. 
“The overflow from the Yang-tse, Si- 
ang, Yuan and half a dozen other 
streams forms an immense lake west of 
Yo Chou. It is over a hundred miles 
long during the freshets, and only a 
great mud sink during the winter. Yo 
Chou promises to be quite a trade cen- 


‘ter. for it already has good shops, and 


the tea country in the higher levels 
back of it makes it important to that 
industry. 

“We went up the Siang River, and a 
week later rejoined the other members 
of the expedition at Siang Yin, to 
which point they had carried the sur- 
vey. Here we were hospitably _re- 
ceived by the Shen Magistrate and by 
a Chinese gentleman in the telegraph 
service, Yu by name, Who had been 
to the Tien-Tsin University, and spoke 
English very well. We were enter- 
tained at a dinner, which was entirely 
Chinese, and greatly enjoyed the nov- 
elty of some of the dishes, as well as 
the amusement created by our some- 


places very picturesque eliffs. 
country is generally hilly, and the main 
valley is of varying width. We made 
anywhere from ten to sixteen miles a 
day up the Siang, and were not seri- 
ously retarded. 

“We reached Chang Sha, capital of 
the province of Human, on January 7, 
and were reluctantly received by the 
Governor. It seems that his predeces- 
sor had been dismissed f.om office for 
being progressive, and I guess that he 
feared that a precedent had been es- 
tablished. ..He seemed also to think 
that if he showed us any consideration 
there would be a great pular dem- 
onstration in which he might be un- 
able to carry out his orders to pro- 
tect us. He finally decided to give us 
a reception, and the nature of the con- 
cession will be understood when it is 
stated that we were the first foreign- 
ers who ever entered his yamen. He 
said that his people were not yet ready 
for a railway, and that they would 
have to be educated before one could 
be built. 

“Chang Sha is a large and important 
city, with an estimated popuylation of 
600,000, including a city of boats, wit 
regular streets and blocks, which cov- 
ers much of the river. There are some 
fine-looking temples and houses, and 
the whole city is surrounded by a 
massive, well-built wall and moat. The 
city is well situated, and back of it 
are some hills, which afford beautiful 
views of the river, and opposite moun- 
tains and valleys. -In the days of this 
Governor's predecessor the place was 
very progressive, and an electric-light 
plant was started. Unfortunately, the 
administration and policy was changed, 
and I believe reform is now a danger- 
ous avocation. It is, however, a city 
of great possibilities when once the 
province is opened. up. Even now the 
business quarter is active, rich and 
industrious. 

“Beyond Chang Sha the country be- 
came still more ‘hilly, and its beauty 
increased with its ruggedness. Oppo- 
site Heng Chou, another large city, we 
encountered the .Lei River, which 
flaws into the Siang, after draining a 
large area to the southeast. Here we 
left the Siang,.continuing up the east 
bank of the Lei 

“We were surprised one night to re- 
ceive a call from a Chinese Christian 
missionary, a member of the London 
Inland mission. Hunan is not an 
agreeable place for missionaries; there 
are very few stations in the entire 
province, and they are compelled . to 
keep pretty quiet: This fellow seemed 
much encouraged with his mission at 
Heng: Chou, and, perhaps, we were 
wrong to doubt his sincerity; we at 
least hoped we were. 

“We were a little sorry to leave the 
Siang, which is one of the most -beau- 
tiful rivers I have ever seen: but the 
Lei is also abundant with magnificent 
scenery, and, indeed, the country it- 
self, as it became more mountainous, 
delighted us more and more. In 
places it is rugged and wild, but 
there will be no difficult engineering 
problem to face in building the rail- 
way through the country. In ‘fact, 
‘when the road is finished, this will be 
one of the places where palace-car pas- 
sengers will be tempted to keep their 
noses flattened against the window 
pane in order to miss nothing ag the 
train speeds through this picturesque 
part of the province. That’s one of 
the things I thought of as we trudged 
slowly our ten to sixteen miles a ae 

“There are immense coal deposits in 
this vicinity, and we, passed several 
coal towns and examined many speci- 
mens. It seems to be ‘excellent coal, 
but owing to lack of transportation, 
has never had a market. 

“Beyond the city of Yung-Hsing we 
abandoned our boats, and started across 
country that daily grew rougher. We 
missed connection with part of our car- 
riers, almost at once, and for two days 
lived on beef extract and champagne, 
the carriers of which still remained 
with us, I don’t know that I am very 
fond of the ‘diet, although it went well 
when we were hungry. ~ 


kept! burning; fireworks were eéx- 
ploded, ama. bright-colored papers 
were thrown to the winds. : 

“We were not sorry to leave the her- 
mit province of Hunan, and rejoiced 
to enter Kwang-Tung, where the whole 
character of the people and country 
seemed ‘to change. The people of the 
latter are accustomed to the sight of 
foreigners, and were less curious about 
our presence and movements. The 
buildings are better and the trades 
people show more activity and are 
brighter. We also saw more foreign 
goods offered for sale in the shops and 
stalls. 

“We secured large boats again at Ping 
Sze, and kept them until we reached 
Canton, but its looming pagodas and 
pawnshops leoked welcome when we 
got the first glimpse of them. We had 
been seventy-seven days on the jour- 
ney, and had walked 750 miles. 

“IT expect to return to China this fall, 
and it is the intention of the syndicate 
to commence and press work on the 
railway at an early date. The railway 
will be of immense commercial im- 
portance, for it will open up the prov- 


h |} inces of Hu Pei, Hunan and Kwang- 


Tung, three of the most important in 
the entire empire. It will connect at 
Hankow with the Belgian line that is 
to run to Peking, and there join the 
Russian line that is projected to that 
city. It will have a connection with 
the sea at Hongkong, and as it crosses 
the. great inland waterways of China, 
will have an immense influence in the 
opening and development of the couwun- 
try. It°is part of the great interna- 
tional system that is to give the coun- 
try transportation. 

“China is an old country, that in 
places seems worked out; it has mil- 
lions of poor people; it has an intense 
ignorance and bigotry that must be 
overcome, but in a trade sensé’it is in 
a virgin state, and when opened up 
will become one of the richest nations 
in the world. I am for the open-door 
and the preservation of the integrity of 
China. It is of the highest importance 
to’ us, for we have a splendid oppor- 
tunity to profit by the development of 
the country. This seems to me to be 
of special importance to our Western 
States, for, owing to the geographical 
position, they have a wonderful advan- 
tage in tapping the commerce of this 
marvelous oriental empire. I havwe 
taken a-sort of national pride in the 
wonderful increase of our trade with 


China in the past few years, but I feel 


that this increase, astonishing as it 
may seem, is but a slight earnest of 
the tremendous commercial develop- 
ment possible, when railways such as 
this one of ours have opened up the fn- 
interior, and enabled us to reach the 
wealth of the now 
within.”

’ Water Company’s Receipts May Yet 


Be Turned into City Treasury. 
“Anti-Annexationists Talk of 
Contesting an Election.

‘Witnesses in the Alford Trial Tes- 
tify That Hunter Had Threat- 
ened to Split Alford’s Head. 


According to the opinion of thé coun- 


gel for the city in the’ receivership 
cases against the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, the decision of the 


Supreme Court in those cases was in 
such terms-as to really be of great ad- 
vantage and ‘importance to the city. 
While it is true that the city lost the 
cases in that the receiver was removed 
by the decision and the company given 
possession of the plant, the real victory 
claimed by the city’s counsel is that 
under the decision the company holds 
the property only until it is paid for, 
and must then make an accounting to 
the city for its receipts, the city paying 
the value of the plant and 7 per cent. 
interest, and in the end getting the net 
income of the company. 

A strong committee interested in the 
coming .N.E.A. convention made an 
earnest plea before the City Council 
yesterday morning for an appropria- 
tion of $1000 for the convention fund. 
The matter was not settled, but was re- 
ferred to a committee for further in- 
vestigation. 

An ordinance aimed at ticket-scalp- 
ers was presented in the Council yes- 


terday morning by the chairman of the | 


Railway Committee of the N.E.A. Gen- 
eral Committee here. Its legality was 
questioned, and it went t6 the City At- 
torney for investigation. 

The Council proposes to make an ex- 
ception in the sign ordinance by allow- 
ing a street clock to be placed on 
Spring street. The proposition caused 
quite a contest yesterday, and it will 
.probably be fought out again next 
Monday. 

Persons engaged in the business of 
house-moving will now have to regis- 
ter, give bond and pay a licémse. An 
ordinance requiring this was adopted 
by the Council yesterday.

VICTORY FROM DEFEAT. 


LOSS OF RECEIVERSHIP CASES 
SAID TO BE AN ADVANTAGE, 


Incentive for Prolonging the Water 
Controversy Remowed—The City’s 
Side of It—Much Business Before 
the City Council — Arbitrators 
Thanked. 


Important as was the decision of 
the Supreme Court with reference to 
the Pomeroy and Hooker lands, it now 
appears that the decision of that court 
rendered at the same time, in which 
a reheartng of the cases involving the 

‘receivership was denied, is of greater 
importance to the city owing to the 
modifieation which the court made in 
its opinion. The Pomeroy and Hooker 
case, as decided involved an expendi- 
ture of less than $50,000, while in the 
other decision the amount involved 
and which will be gained by the city 
by the terms of the decision will in 
time amount to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars The real point for which 
the city has been contending might be 
overlooked by persons not thoroughly 
familiar with the cases, but it is now 
asserted that instead of being a great 
victory for the water company this 
refusal of a rehearing was made in 


guch terms as to be most favorable to. 


the city. ‘ 

When a copy of the decision was 
handed Mayor Eaton yesterday morn- 
ing he communicated at once with the 
city’s counsel in the cases to ascer- 
tain from them the full effect of it. 
Just what information he received he 
kept to himself insofar as stating ex- 
@otly what the attorneys had written 
to him, but he was greatly elated at 


* what he learned. On some of the points 


the present condition of the contro- 
very prevents publicity being given 
but the Mayor freely discussed all that 
he could talk about with reference to 
this decision. 

“In spite of the assertions of coun- 
eel for the water company to the con- 
trary,’’ said the Mayor, “I am informed 
that that decision in the receivership 
cases was really a victory for the city 
in all save actual possession of the 
water system, while the litigation is 
pending. There is one clause in the de- 
cision denying a rehearing which is 
of greatest importance to the city. It 


“"The water company is substan- 
tially in the position of a mortgagee 
in possession, having a lien on the 
property involved as security for the 
performance of the covenants of the 
city, contained in the contract; and we 
see no reason, for the present, at 
least; why their lien and pessession 
should be disturbed or a receiver ap- 
pointed.’ 

‘That means in effect that the water

company is entitled to the amount 
“nally determined on as the value of 
‘he property, together with interest 
thereon at 7 per cent., and that it is 
entitled to remain in possession anc 
collect the income until the money 
is paid over, when it will be obliged 
to account t6 the city for the in- 
come received by it. Upon this ac- 
counting it will be all@jved reasonable 
expenses for, conductifig the business 
and keeping the plant fn repair. 

“Assuming that the award of th: 
arbitrators is substantially sustained. 
the interest coming to the Los Angeles

“This is considered by the city's 
counsel as a substantial victory for the 
city, inasmuch as it achieves the chief 
result aimed a: by the suits, namely.

ing the chief incentive for prolonging 
the controversy on the part of the City 
Water Company, namely, the ultimate 
enjoyment of this income of three hun- 
dred and odd thousand a year.” 


BUSY COUNCIL SESSION. 


Important Measures and Minor Mat- 
ters Took Up the Time. 

The City Council had much to do 
yesterday, the business considered not 
only including a number of important 
Subjects, but also a great volume of 
routine work, small chaff, petitions, re- 
quests, protests and other communica- 
tions on various subjects, all of which 


consumed time. Owing to the late 
arrival of members at the hall the 
morning session continued until a few 


minutes before 12 o'clock. The regular 
financial reports of the various de- 
partments were first considered. There 
was the report of the Auditor as to 
the condition of funds, the Treasurer's 
regular report; that of the Tax Cuol- 
lector and City Clerk, as to ‘icense ccl-

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

The City Attorney presented an ordi- 
nance fixing the official lines of cer- 
tain streets and lanes in Chinatown 
and declaring them to be public streets. 
This is to be followed by ordinances 
ordering the construction of sewers 
there, and a general improvement in 
Sanitary conditions. in the ordinance 
the names. of the streets used were 
the same as they have always. been 
known there, although there had been 
no previous: official designations. The 
names are Apablassa street, Marches- 
sault alley, Easy street, Concha street 
Benjamin street, Juan street, Caye- 
tano street and Mary lane. Objection 
was made to these names, or at Icast 
to those of them which are suggestive 
of the character of the places. Mr. 
Toll contended that it was not proper 
that the Council should perpetuate 
these names by the adoption of an or- 
dinance which would settle the ques- 
tion of names. He agreed that the im- 
provements contemplated should be 
made, but for moral reasons he did not 
approve of a course which would make 
a matter of record such names as had 
been incorporated in the ordinance. 
Councilman Todd thought that objec- 
tion was being made to the improve- 
ments, and for a time he opposed any 
change in the ordinance, but after a 
long discussion he agreed that the 
names should not be final, and there- 
fore, instead of designating the streets 
by name they were referred to as streets 
heretofore known as the names men- 
tioned. The ordinance was adopted. 

The Attorney also presented an ordi- 
nance finally accepting as complete the 
recently resurfaced portion of Broad- 
way between First and Second streets, 
the effect of this ordinance being that 
hereafter the city will haye ‘to pay for 
all improvements that y be made 
in that portion of the street. Council- 
man Pierce is opposed to such _ ac- 
ceptances involving the certainty of 
future heavy expenses to the city. The 
ordinance was adopted, his being the 
only dissenting vote. 

An ordinance for the opening of 
Burlington avenue between Twelfth 
and Pico streets, was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

In the matter of the suit brought 
against the city by Jerome Harris to 
quiet “title to certain realty, the City 
Attorney recommended tthat a_ dis- 
claimer be filed, as the city has no in- 
terest in the property. The recom- 
mendation was adopted. With refer- 
ence to the demand of Minnie J. Eachus 
against the city for damages to cer- 
tain premises on First street, the City 
Attorney reported that in his opinion 
the claim is a just ane, and that the 
proper steps should be taken to ascer- 
tain the amount due her. The Board 
of Public Works will investigaitte the 
matter. The Building Superintendent 
was authorized to sell a quantity of 
material remaining after the recent re- 
pairs to the public market, and _ to 
——- the proceeds into the market 
fund. 

FOR TEACHERS’ 
MENT. 

A committee representing the Gen- 
erat Committee in chrage of the work 
of preparing for the entertainment of 
the visitors during the National Edu- 
cational Association, appeared before 
the Council at 10:45 o’clock for the pur- 
pose of urging that body to grant the 
appropriation of $1000; recently re- 
quested before the Finance Committee. 
The committee consisted of Messrs. 
Storey, Silent, Howard, Thomas, Davis, 
Boothe, Rule, Francis, Anderson, Fo- 
shay, Pierce and Housh, Judge Storey 
first addressed the Council. He said 
that the Council had _ invited the 
teachers to come to the city, and so 
did his committee. The Council is now 
“in the hole” financially, and so is the 
committee. As the teachers and oth- 
ers who will visit this city in July will 
leave at least half a million. dollars 
here the importance of their visit is 
not to be underestimated. “There has 
never been a convention held in this 
city the importance of which to the 
city is as great as will be this coming 
meeting of the teachers,” said the 
speaker. “They are composed of a 
class of educated, intelligent people 
who closely observe what they see and 
who tell others of it. They will ccme 
here and expect great things of this 
part of the country, and they will go 
home and tell their neighbors, friends 
and relatives what they have seen. 
They will write for their home ,news- 
papers and in every way will adver- 
tise this section as it has never been 
advertised befofe. It has been argued 
that the city cannot afford to make 
this expenditure, that it is ‘in a hole’ 
financially. I know that the financial 
condition of the city government is 
not what we would like to have it, but 
let me ask whether there is any better 
way of getting out of that hole than by 
bringing in new blood here, not only 
during the convention, but as a result 
of it.” 

Charles Silent said the committee 
had been entrusted with something 
which is certain to be of great public 
benefit. and they would. be false to 
their trust did they not use every possi- 
ble effort to make the coming conven- 
tion a success in proportion to its im- 
portance. ‘“‘We may be able to get 
along without this money from you,” 
he said. “If you will not give it to 
us we will have to get along without 
it, but we need it, and the city tiself 
therefore needs it. for this purpose, for 
we are not working for ourselves, but 
for the city. It is the intention of the 
committee to give an entertainment to 
these visitors which will surpass any- 
thing ever before attempted here.”

SIDEWALK CLOCK. 

The recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works that permission be 
granted Montgomery Bros. to erect a 
fine clock on the sidewalk near the 


corner of Third and Spring strrets pre-

HUNTER’S THREATS. 


| 
ATTORNEY SAID HE WOULD SPLIT 
ALFORD’S HEAD. 


Defense in the Murder Trial Ex- 


nerrnics and Introduces Some 
Startling Testimony — Lawyers 
Take the Stand 
Their Client. 


The trial of William H. Alford for 
the murder of Jay E. Hunter was 
rerumed yesterday morning before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department 


| One of the Superior Court. 


When court convened Attorney~-Rog- 
ers for the defendant asked Judge 
Smith to issue a bench warrant for 
Attorney Stephenson, who had testi- 
fied for the prosecuton, and who was 
wanted for further cross-examination 
by the defense. The clerk was in- 
structed to comply with the request 
of Mr. Rogers, after which Mr. Rogers 
was sworn as a witness. Mr. Rogers 
testified that with Mr. Burks and Mr. 
Jones, he had been present in the of- 
fice of Judge Winder, at an _.inter- 
view in regard to the case on trial, 
upon which occasion both he and Mr. 
Burks had taken notes on the remarks 
of Judge Winder. Mr. Rogers intro- 
duced his notes in evidence and read 
them to the jury, also stating that 
Judge Winder had told his visitors that 
Hunter had said: “The first shot did 
not hit me,” 

Mr. Burks followed the senior counsel 
on the stand and testified substantially 
the same as had Mr. Rogers. He also 
introduced his notes on the interview 
in evidence and read them to the jury. 
Both of the attorneys were subjected 
to a brief cross-examination by Mr, 
White. 

P. J. Kennedy, former County Jail- 
er, Who lives three doors west of the 
defendant on West Fourteenth street, 
was the next witness called. He testi- 
fled to hearing part of a conversation 
between Hunter and Mr. McKay, the 
owner of whtness’s house, at his home, 
No. 144 West Fourteenth street, the 
evening of February 17, Hunter came 
to the house to see McKay and was 
admitted by the witness, who was in an 
adjoining room during their conversa- 
tion. Toward the latter part of the 
Visit the voices of Hunter and Mc- 
Kay were raised, and the following is 
the part of the dialogue heard, as 
given in evidence yesterday: 


P Hunter. What do you know of my 
ebts”? 
| McKay. I have read that advertise-

Hunter. G— d— that son of a 
b—. When I meet him I will break 
his head. 

McKay. You had better .-be care- 
ful; he lives only three doors from 
here. 

Hunter. I do not care for that. 

The witness was excused by the 
defense, and in answer to a question 
from Mr. White as to whether he was 
employed to aid the defense, Kennedy 
said: “I am doing all I can to keep 
an innocent man from being hung.’ 
Mr. White reprimanded the witness 
for not answering his question and 
upon the ex-Senator’s motion the re- 
ply \was stricken out of the \record. 
In answer to further questioning by 
Mr. White, witness said that Mr. Rog- 
ers was paying his expenses while he 
worked in the case, and that he had 
been actively engaged in the behalf of 
the defendant. 

Deputy Constable Fred H. Brake- 
Suhler testified that in response to a 
request of Alford to bring action 
against Hunter, for the collection of 
the judgment which the defendant held, 
witness had telephoned to Hunter, and 
the latter had instructed him to gz0 
ahead with proceedings. Suit against 
the attorney was brought, and an ex- 
tension of sixty days was secured by 
Hunter when he paid interest on the 
note. After the expiration of that 
time Brakesuhler again went to the 
attorney and told him that Alford 
would attach his mining interests. In 
response to this Hunter remarked: “If 
he does I will get even. I will do him 
up and fix him.’’ 

On the day of the shooting’ the 
deputy constable told Hunter of the 
garnishment against him, and Hunter 
said he would be damned if he would 
ever pay the judgment, and if his min- 
ing claims were attached he would fix 
Alford. The witness gave considerable 
more evidence as to the muscular 
build of Hunter, Mr. White cross-ex- 
amined Brakesuhler to a considerable 
extent, but no further evidence of im- 
portance was secured. 

H. H. Edmunds, secretary of the Los 
Angeles Directory Company, whose of- 
fice was in rocms 415 and 416 of the 
Stimson Block at the time of the shoot- 
ing of Hunter, told of hearing the 
shots, and stated that there was a 
longer interval between the second and 
third shots than between any of the 
others. Immediately after the firing 
witness started toward Hunter's office, 
but met Alford in the long corridor 
just as he was coming from the smaller 
hall. Alford was bleeding profusely, the 
witness said, and held his hands to his 
face, while blood streamed down be- 
tween his fingers. BPdmunds took Al- 
ford to his office and told him to wash 
his head, but when the defendant 
started toward the basin he, tottered 
and fell to the floor, with the blood 
still coming from his wounds. 

On cross-examination by Mr. White 
the witness said that he had arrested 
Alford when he taok him to his office. 
Mr. White called the atténtion of the 
Witness to his testimony at the pre- 
liminary examination, at which he had 
stated that the longest interval between 
any two shots was between the third 
ard fourth, instead of the second and 
third. Mr. Edmunds could make no 
explanation of the discrepancy, and was 
excused. Henry F. Witter, also an 
employé of the City Directory Company, 
testified to hearing the shots, and told 
of Alford’s being brought to ‘the office, 
where he bled profusely. 

Police Surgeon Hagan, who dressed 
Alford’s wounds at the Receiving Hos- 
pital, told of finding a contusion on 
his left wrist, which had evidently been 
caused by a blow with some blunt 
instrument. This fact will be used by 


the defense to demonstrate that Hun- | 


ter’s first blow at the defendant was 
warded off his head by Alford’s throw- 
ing up his arm. 

Dr. Paul Bresee, who was present 
at the autopsy over the remains of 
Hunter, related to the jury where the 
wounds had beer: found, and reading 
from notes made in accordance with 
measurements taken by other physi- 
cians at the autopsy. told the distance 
of the wounds from the floor. He said 
the wound on the thigh was two feet. 
two and a half inches from the ball 
of the foot on the front of the. leg, 
and an inch higher up on the back of 
the leg, showing that the bullet had 
takep an upward ccurse, if, as is al- 
leged, it entered the front of § the 
thigh. and with a piece of chalk 
marked crosses on the trousers of At- 
torney Rogers to illustrate the places 
of entrance and exit of the bullet. 

At the close of the direct examination 
of Dr. Bressee it was time for the noon 
adjournment: 

The cross-examination which com- 
menced with the opening of court in 
the afternoon, was carried on by both 
Mr. White and Mr. Jones, and when 
they had finished at least a part of the 
testimony for the defendant had been 
pretty thoroughly picked to pieces, al- 
though on redirect examination it was 
partially patched up by Mr. Rogers. 

E. E. Crandall was called to the 
stand by the defense as a character 
witness, and his testimony kept the 
court guessing. The witness. stated 
that Hunter's general reputation was 


about “half and half, he sometimes 
acting as a gentleman and at other 
times being very fractious.” The wit- 


ness said that Hunter was free to call 
other men names and also free to use 
his cane as a weapon, adding: “I once 
had a difficulty with him.” 

“Did you yourself know what the 
character of Mr. MHunter’s§ temper 
was ?"’ asked counsel for the defendant. 
Mr. Jones objected to the question on 
the ground that counsel had no right 
to ask fer an individual opinion, but 
only for the general reputation. Judge 
Smith was in doubt as to the proper 
ruling to make and asked an opinion 
from Mr. White. Mr. White said that 
he was in doubt, and after some con- 
troversy between court and counsel, 
the objection was overruled. 

The witness replied that Hunter was 
quick-tempered, and stated that while 
rooming across the hall from Hunter 
he had frequently witnessed and heard 
displays of temper on Hunter’s part. In 
closing he said: “Mr. Hunter was_very 
quick and high-tempered, and just such 
a man as would strike a person down 
if he was presented with a card which 
did not please him.” 

On cross-examination, Mr. Crandall 
said that he had no personal feeling in 
the matter on trial, but that he had 
frequently had wordy altercations with 
Hunter. Mr. White brought out the 
fact that there had once been threats 
of a suit against the witness by Hunter, 
but that the trouble had been com- 
promised by payment of a claim which 
the witness owed, 

H. O. Collins, an attorney who has 
had offices in the same buildings with 
Hunter for several years, was asked if 
he was acquainted with the reputation 


of the deceased attorney. The prose- | 


cution objected to the question on the 
ground that no foundation had been 
laid for it. Again the court was in 
doubt, and asked the counsel for au- 
thorities. He was referred to two 
cases, one each by counsel for opposing 
sides. The bailiff was sent for a col- 
lection of law books, and Mr. Rogers 
read a ruling favoring his contention. 
There was a lengthy legal quibble, 
which ended with a ruling in favor of 
the defense, and Mr. Collins answered 
that Mr. Hunter possessed a very 
irascible temper. When Mr. Collins 
was excused, Mr. Rogers called for 
Mrs. Sue White. 

Mr. Harris conducted the examina- 
tion, and in answer to his questions 
Mrs. White said she had known Mr. 
Hunter for more than seven years. He 
had acted as her attorney for a time, 
and she had met him socially, he hav- 
ing caled pt her home. Witness said 
at the e of his death Hunter held 
a judgment in her favor, which had 
been offered for sale. 

Mr. Harris led the witness all around 
the question at issue, attacking it 
from several sides, and when he asked 
if she was aequainted with Hunter's 
stenographer, Miss Thomas, Mr. White 
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entered an objection to the roundabout 
way of the questioning. The court 
seemed to favor Mr. White, whereupon 
Mr. Harris told the court he wanted 
to prove that Mrs. White had called on 
Mr. Hunter a few days prior to his 
death in regard to her judgment, her 
anxiety having been aroused. by the 
advertisement of a judgment against 
Mr. Hunter being for sale, said adver- 
tisement having been inserted in a 
local daily paper by Alford. The court 
instructed Mr. Harris to proceed di- 
rectly to the question at issue. 

Mr. Harris asked a direct question 
relative to Mrs. White’s call, which 
brought forth the following dialogue: 

“I went to call Mr. Hunter’s atten- 
tion to the advertisement, thinking that 
it referred to the judgment I had of- 
fered for sale, thinking that the paper 
had made a mistake.” 

“State the conversation between Mr. 
Hunter and yourself relative to the 
matter,” said Mr. Harris. 

“He said, ‘No, Mrs. White, it does 
not refer to your judgment. This 
judgment is published against me, and 
it is a very galling thing.’ He says, 
‘You are the fourth one of my friends 
that has called my attention to this 
fact,’ and I begged his pardon, and said 
I was extremely sorry, and started 
away, when he says, “This jurment 
has been published against me by 4 
scoundrel by the name of Alford,’ but, 
he says, ‘Mrs. White, do you see this 
cane?” pointing to his cane. He says, 
‘I expect that scoundrel Alford at my 
office Saturday, and when he comes 
here,’ he says, ‘I mean to take mv 
cane and split his head right open.’ ” 

“What did you say to that?” 

“T remonstrated with him. I said, 
‘that is child’s talk, Mr. Hunter. That 
is foolish, and you as a lawyer know 
what it would mean to strike a man 
on his head.’ Mr. Hunter said, ‘I care 
nothing about the result, Mrs. White. 
This thing is galling me to death. I 
cannot endure it any longer.’”’ 

“That is all,”” said Mr. Harris. 

“Have you stated all of the conver- 
sation?’”’ asked Mr. White. 

“IT argued with him,”’ was the reply. 

“Did he tell you how Alford secured 
the note against him?” 

“He started to, but I excused myself, 
as I did not wish to hear it,’’ said Mrs. 
White, and she was excused. 

It is the claim of the prosecution that 
the note originally came into the hands 
of Alford at a “reduced rate,”’ and al- 
though two efforts have been made to 
bring this evidence into the trial, both 
have failed, one during the examination 
of the peopie’s witnesses being over- 
ruled on the objection of the defense, 
and the other failed yesterday, through 
the last answer of Mrs. White. 

Miss S.. E. Neil, superintendent of 
nurses at the California Hospital, testi- 
fied in answer to questions propounded 
by Mr. Burks, that the evening of 
Hunter's arrival at the hospital, dur- 
ing a conversation with Dr. Pierce she 
heard the physician ask the wounded 
man: “How did he happen to shoot 
you there,” to which Hunter replied: 
“You know he was sitting down when 
he shot me.” The prosecution refused 
to cross-examine the witness. 

Mr. Rogers lays great importance to 
the testimony of the nurse, for one of 
the main contentions of the defense 
will be that all of the shots fired by Al- 
ford were fired from the floor, after he 
had been knocked down by Hunter, 
and he was therefore acting in self- 
defense. 

Mr. Rogers then offered in evidence 
a part of the deposition of Dr. Pierce, 
who is not in the city at the present 
time. Both attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion objected to the introduction of a 
part of the document unless all of it 
were permited, and they called to the 
mind of the court their attempt to in- 
troduce it which had been overruled on 
account of the objection of Mr. Rogers. 
At this stage of the proceedings Mr. 
Rogers explained the stand he had 
taken last week in objecting to the 
deposition, saying that his objections 
were not to the document as a deposi- 
tion, but were on the same ground as 
those of the testimony of Mr. Wellborn, 
to-wit, that no foundation had been 
laid for the introduction of a dying 

laration. 

othe court was about to speak, but 
fearing that the ruling would be for 
the prosecution, Mr. Harris jumped 
to his feet, and for the first time since 
the opening of the trial exerted his 
eloquence, in an extended speech, in 
which he argued for fairness to his 
side of the controversy. Then the court 
explained that he had ruled the dep- 
osition out on account of the con- 
stitutional right of a man accused of 
a crime to. be confronted by the wit- 
nesses against him, and his doubt as 
to the right of an attorney to waive 
this right. 

Mr. Rogers contended that the docu- 
ment attested to by Dr. Pierce was in 


reality two depositions, one being taken 
as direct evidence for the people and 
the other as direct evidence for the 
defense, and that inasmuch as the de- 
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fense was then introducing direct tes- 
timony, it was unfair to permit the 
people to break in and give more di- 
rect testimony which would make the 
records -read as though the people’s 
evidence had been brought In by the 
defense. 

Mr. Jones denied the separation of 
the document, alleging that the part 
referred to by Mr. Rogers as direct 
testimony for the defense was in neal- 
ity evidence secured in cross-examina- 
tion after the direct evidence of the 
people had been given. The court or- 
dered Mr. Rogers to read the part of it 
and he read to the jury a few questions 
and answers in which Dr. Pierce: reit- 
erated the testimony of the preceding 
witness, relative to the statement of 
Hunter that Alford was sitting down 
when he fired. 

When the had finished, Mr. White 
moved to introduce the remainder of 
the deposition, which was in the na- 
ture of a dying declaration, but Mr. 
Rogers objected on the ground that 
it would not be cross-examination of 
any evidence introduced by the de- 
fense. Mr. White answered by saying 
that the defense had waived all its 
rights to regularity by introducing 
cross-examination into its direct testi- 
mony and then explained at some 
length the nature of the document, 
claiming it was a single deposition. The 
court ruled it out, saying that perhaps 
a more favorable ruling would be made 
if it was offered in rebuttal. Then Mr. 
Jones started to argue the matter, but 
Mr. Harris objected to the argument 
to a question on which the court had 
already ruled, and the court ordered 
another witness called. 

Sadie FE. Stewart, an employé of the 
Fisk Teachers’ Agency in the Stim- 
son Block, testified to hearing the shots 
February 18, and‘said that.there was 
an interval between the third and 
fourth shots of. greater length than 
that between any other two shots.

The 
prosecution, howeve,r objected to the 
personal opinion of the witness, and 
the objection was sustained, and the 
witness excused. C, H. ynn, an at- 
torney of Randsburg, was called for the 
same purpose and was also excused 
without having given any valuable tes- 
Frank H. Peters, who was 
employed in an office in room 515 Stim- 
son Block, at the time of the shoot- 
ing, testified to hearing the shots, and 
said that they were at regular inter- 
vals, following each other in quick 
succession. Will Stewart, an elevator 
boy in the Stimson Block, was called 
for the same purpose, and testified in 
the same line, except that he thought 
the longest intervals between shots 
came between the third and fourth. F. 
H. Showden, a merchant tailor, told 
the jurors of the muscular build of 
Hunter, and referred to a book in

COURSING ORUSADBE. 


F. D. Black and Henry Peterson Ar- 
rested for Cruelty to Animals. 

F. D. Black, lessee and manager of 
Agricultural Park and president of the 
local coursing association, was arrested 
yesterday forenoon the newly-ap- 
pointed humane officer on a charge of 
cruelty to animals. enry Peterson, 
the slipper, is also under arrest, 
Charged with the same offense. They 
Were arraigned before Judge Smith 
and promptly released on ‘$100 bail 
each. This action takes the coursing 
matter before the county courts, which 
will now have an opportunity to pass 
on the legitimacy of the sport. 

Humane Officer Asa A. Clark, during 
his administration, took no action in 
the matter, holding that in coursing 
there was no unnecessary cruelty in 
killing the jacks, and that, inasmuch 
ag they were all used for food, there 
Was no cause for action on the part of 
the society he represented. Humane 
Officer Craig, however, feels differ- 
ently. 

About two weeks ago, according to 
a statement by Black, a man by the 
name of Craig went to Agricultural 
Park, representing himself to be a 
sporting man from Santa Barbara, who 
was investigating matters preparatory 
to opening a coursing park at that 
place, unless the expense should prove 
too great. Craig was shown about the 
park by Black, who afferded him every 
opportunity to get a thorough idea of 
how the business is conducted. He 
seemed well pleased with the arrange- 
ments of the park and so expressed 
himself, being on the whole, however, 
rather non-committal as to the cruelty 
ofthe sport. When he left, he informed 


Black that he would return. 


Some time later Craig was sworn in 
as a special officer. On Sunday he 
again appeared at the park, but, it is 


‘said, was shown the scantest courtesy 


and was finally ordered out of the 
grounds. “He had needlessly misrep- 
resented the mission of his first visit,’’ 
said Black, “and we wanted nothing 
more to do with him. Had he come 
and told us his official capacity in the 
first place, he would have been better 
treated by us than he was, if such a 
thing were possible.” 

Sunday evening Craig swore to a 
complaint against Peterson, the slip- 
per, before Justice R. . Davis at 


Gardena, and placed him wnder arrest’ 


about 10 o’clock yesterday morning, at 
the park. As soon as Black heard of 


‘Peterson's arrest, he telephoned Craig, 


from the city, to come down and ar- 
rest him, as he was the lessee and 
manager of the park, and the respon- 
sible party, and that Peterson was 
only an employé. Black was soon un- 
der arrest. : 

The Coursing Club people are repre- 
sented by Attorney Jud R. Rush, and 
the counsel for the Good Government 
Alliance of University is Attorney 
Bowen. Peterson’s bondsmen are F. 
D. Black and George Baker: Black’s 
bondsmen are Baker and Jud R. Rush.

Banning and Dr. J- Hannon owned a 
ranch in partnership, when Hannon 
failed, and a constable, W. F. Marleau, 
attached Hannon’s_ debts, property 
which Mrs. Banning persists in claim- 
ing as her own.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Story of the Pious Fund Told by 
Father Adam. 
‘The Historical Society met at 
residence-of Bishop Montgomery 
night. There was a good attendance 
of members and visitors., The first 
paper of the evening was read _ by 
Father Adam on “The Pious Fund of 
California.”” In 1857 Bishop Alameny 
and John T. Doyle took measures to 
recover from the government of Mexico 
the Pious fund, which President Santa 
Ana of Mexico appropriated to govern- 
ment uses. They succeeded in obtain- 
ing a portion of it. The pious fund 
was a fund raised for missionary pur- 
poses by the contributions of pious men 
and women in Mexico for the mission 
of California. The conditions exacted 
of the missionaries by Spain in the 
conversion of the natives of Cailfornia 
were similar to those imposed on the 
missionaries of Paraguay, and some 
other countries. The missionaries were 
to convert the savages ,and make them 
fit for citizenship, but they were to do 
this without cost to the crown. 
Father Kins and Salvatiera in 1697 
began their missionary labors in Lower 
California. Pious men and women 
made liberal donations to the fund for 
the support of the missionaries. After 
Mexican independence the pious fund 
Was appropriated to the use for which 
it had been raised, until 1836, when 
the missions were all secularized. But 
in 1842, President Santa Ana confis- 
eated the fund, which then amounted 
to about _$2,000,000. There is no doubt 
that the government of Mexico owes 
the Catholic Church of California a 
very large amount of money. In a 
suit decided in 1875 the Catholic Church 
obtained judgment againsit Mexico for 
$900,000, but only a small part of it 


the 


was paid. 
“J. M. Guinn read a paper on the 
battle of Dominguez ranch. A portion 


of the paper was extracts from a log- 
book of the man-of-war Savanah, kept 
by Lieut. Robert C. Duvall, and pre- 
sented to the society by his nephew, Dr. 
J. E. Cowles of this city. The battle 
was fought on the 9th of October, 
1846, and resulted in the defeat of the 
Americans, four being killed and six 
wounded. Those killed in battle were 
buried on Dead Man's Island in San 
Pedro Bay. The Californians had one 
piece of artillery, the Americans none. 
The gun used by the Californians was 
known as the “old woman’s gun.’ It 
is now in Washington, and the society 
passed a resolution asking the dona- 
tion of the gun to this city. It has 
a great deal of local history connected 
with it; having been used in four or 
five battles in California. : 

The Very Rev. J. Adam, V.G., one of 
the early bers of the society, being 
about to leave for his native country, 
he was elected an honorary member of 
the society. Father Adam donated a 
large number of Spanish manuscripts 
running back into the last century. 

Prof. A. EB. Douglass of the Flagstaff 
Observatory, was elected an honorary 
member, and J. H. Braly of this city 
was elected an active member. The 
society adjourned to September.

The Chamber of Commerce has_re- 
ceived a letter from Seropian Bros. of 
Fresno relative to the fig industry in 
Southern California, which the firm ‘is 
endeavoring to encourage.

The firm states that it is canfident that 
with proper cultivation figs can be 
grown and cured in such a way as to 
bring good returns to the growers. 

This firm has been engaged in pack- 
ing and shipping figs for several years, 
and has demonstrated that the Cali- 
fornia product cam be placed on the 
market in competition with the best 
foreign figs, bring more money to the 
producer, and give better satisfaction 
to the consumer. The chamber wants 


the names of growers who are  de- 
sirous of disposing of their crops. 
The chamber is anxious’ to secure 


samples of grain in the sheaf for the 
Paris Exposition. Grain to be used for 
exhibition purposes should be gathered 
before it is fully ripe, and the stalks 
should be long and the heads _ well 
filled. The chamber will arrange ex- 
hibits in attraetive form, and turn 
them over to the proper officials. Due 
credit will be given to localities and 
individuals.

SCOTCH MARMALADE. Consu! 


Higgins, of Dundee, Scotland, says the 
manufacture of marmalade forms a 
considerable industry in that city. It is 
made in two kinds known to the trade 
as ‘“‘marmalade’” and ‘home-made 
,_marmalade.”’ In the former case, all 
the white substance adhering to the 
skin (of the orange) is retained: while 
in the quality known as “home-made,” 
this is carefully removed and the 
outer skin but sparingly used, giving 
the preserve the appearance of a jelly. 
_The skins are cut in quarters by hand, 
,and parboiled in barrels arranged in 
@ line and having a steam pipe run- 
ning along the top, from which 
»branches pass down the center of the 
| barrels. Seeds and fibrous matter are 
_removed’by machinery. Bitter oranges 
only are used, and come from Spain. 
»*In the best qualities, pure sugar is 
‘used; in the cheaper varieties, inferior 
sugar mixed avith glucose in a propor- 
tion varying from 3% to 7 pounds for 
every 100 pounds of sugar. The cost 
of a fifteen-horse power boiler is $973. 
This will supply heat to six pans, 
from which five or six tons a day 
can be turned out.’ Jam-boiling pans 
of sixty pounds pressure cost $67: of 
90 and 120 pounds pressure, $76 and $85. 
respectively. These are of the same 
size, the additional cost being due to 
the heavier copper for the high pres-

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
 $8TAMPS BY THE MILE. Uncle 
Sam printed just a few postage stamps 
during the year 1898, says the Washing- 
ton Star. The number of 2-cent stamps 
issued during the year was about 2,500.,- 
000,000. Such a number, obviously, is 
beyond the grasp of the human mind, 
but perhaps the matter may be made 
more clear by putting it otherwise. 

An ordinary 2-cent stamp is exactly 
one inch long. From this fact, by a 
little calculation, it is easy to discover 
that the number of stamps of this de- 
nomination issued in 1898, placed end 
to end, would extend a distance consid- 
erably exceeding 39,000 miles. In other 
words, they would. make a continuous 
strip of stamps, each one adorned with 
the head of the Father of his His 
Country, stretching in a belt more than 
once and a half around the equator. 

Of course, though the 2-cent stamps 
are those principally used, there are 
others. Enough l-cent postage stamps 
have been issued during the year 1898 
to stretch from New York City, by way 
of Europe and Asia, to Bombay, India, 
if similarly arranged in one strip. All 
other stamps, as to production and 
sales, are of minor importance, com- 
paratively speaking, but it is interest- 
ing to know that almost exactly one 
‘mile of $1 stamps were manufactured 
for the demand of 1898. Of $5 stamps 

he production was equivalent to a lit- 
ptle more than half a furlong, or about 
pone-fifteenth of a mile. 

t Now, if all the postage stamps 
rinted by the United States govern- 
pment in 1898 were placed one on top 
,of another, as nearly as might be with- 
out putting them under pressure, how 
high do you suppose the pile of them 
would be? There is no use guessing; 
you would never get it nearly right, 
unless you went to work to calculate it 
for yourself. The 3,500,000,000 stamps of 
all denominations printed the current 
year—the statement, of course, is ap- 
proximate—would toWer to arf elevation 
of twenty-one miles. This is more than 
three times the height of the highest 
mountain in the world—Mt. Everest, in 
the Himalayas. If the same number of 
stamps was piled upin the form of the 
ordinary sheets of 100 each, it follows 
that the stack would be over a fifth of 
a mile high. 

During the year 1898 the number of 
special-delivery stamps sold was about 
6,250,000. It is only reasonable to sup- 
pose that the average journey of the 
epecial-delivery messenger is half a 
mile. Indeed, that is an absurd under- 
estimate; but let it go at that. On this 
assumption, the total distance traveled 
for special delivery in 1898 was about 
2,625,000 miles. That is a very consid- 
erable space to traverse, as may be 
realized when it is considered that a 
messenger boy, in order to accomplish 
that total distance would have to go 
about 1100 times around the world, or 
five times to the moon and back. 

It appears, from figures furnished by 
the Postoffice Department, that the 
average -person in Massachusetts, in- 
cluding men, women and children, 
spends $2.30 on postage per annum. 
New York comes second, with an ex- 
penditure of $2.27, and the District of 
Columbia third, with $2.16. Colorado is 
fourth, with $1.93, and Connecticut is 
fifth, with $1.80. The States ranking 
lowest in this regard are South Caro- 
lina, with 25 cents per capita: Missis- 
sippi, with 34 cents; Alabama, with 35 


cents: Arkansas, with 37 cents, and 
North Carolina, with 41 cents,

NEW YORK, June 5.—The professional 
traders on the Stock Exchange made indus- 
trious attempts all day to get into the cur- 
rent of speculation. But as a matter of 
fact, there was almost no current to speak 
of, so that the board-room traders found 
themselves drifting and floundering in stag- 
nant waters. ‘They changed sides several 
times in the dull market, and the net 
changes on the day are consequently unim- 
portant outside of a few of the specialties, 
though the general average of prices is 
not visibly lower.

The large receipts of 
wheat at ipterigr points offset the fears of 
crop damages;'and a series of good returns 
on current traffie arious railroads also 
helped to strengthen the stocks of these 
properties. The local stocks showed a dis- 
position to advance, and it looked like the 
inauguration of a bull movement when the 
break in Sugar awakened uneasinefs, and 
the making of commitments on the long side 
was put a stop to. There was nothing not- 
able in the trading thereafter. The extreme 


break in Sugar was 7 points, and the rally 


on covering caused some hardening in the 
general list. The recovery in Sugar 
amounted to 3%, the net loss being 2%. Na- 
tional Steel, Pressed Steel and Tennessee 
Coal and Iron hold their advance rather 
better than the other stéel stocks.

LONDON STOCK MARKETS, 


A Dull Week, but Lots of Business 
Doing. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, June 5.—The Times’ financial 
cablegram says: “A dull week with a lot 
doing, is a fair description of the current 
markets. The Stock Exchange settlement 
passed with ease and money is plentiful at 
moderate rates, except on Kaffirs and Kan- 
£areos, and in these 10 to 20 per cent. does 
not count for much. The average rates else- 
where are from 4 to 5 per cent. The specu- 
lative account was heavy in most depart- 
ments, and not the least so in American se- 
curities. At the same time the number of 
small transactions steadily increases. ~The 
habit of speculation is spreading downward 
among the people to an unprecedented ex- 
tent, and as yet each petty dabbler for the 
most part risks his own money only. This 
makes business unsensational, but remark 
ably good, for the markets are as quiet as a 
week ago, and specluators await a sensa- 
tion. On Thursday last quite a flurry broke 
out in Paris, whose bourse threw about 5000 
Rio Tinto shares on the London market. 
‘Hullo, copper has gone and the smash has 
come already!’ eager bears exclaimed. It 
is not so, but merely another incident in the 
eternal Spanish gamble. At the bourse, in 
their monthly settlement, the Paris banks, 
as usual, proceeded to scrunch the bears 
with Spanish sealed bonds. In doing se at 
least one heavy operator was driven into 
a corner, and being at the same time in- 
terested in bull Tintos. the result was that 
his account in both securities had to be 
summarily closed. Spanish bonds were 
brought back, and Rio Tintos were sold. The 
price of the former. therefore, rose in the 
usual ridiculous fashion, and the latter fell. 
It was all over in two days, and the markets 
closed last night as calm and firm as ever. 
The copper gambling is a long way from 
ending yet. One other important incident 
has been the issue of the Japanese loan. 
Originally £10,000,000 was asked for, but the 
Japanese themselves thought it prudent to 
take one-fifth for home consumption. So 
£8,000,000 was offered here, and the market 
was angry on several grounds. The price, 
for they were 4 per cent.. 55-year bonds, re- 
deemable at par, was too high, the amount 
too large, and the security not first class, 
etc. There ig much discussion and differ- 
ence of opinion stirred up by ‘the participa- 
tion of the Parr bank in relation to the 
loans. This is one of the most pushing of 
our new big banks, formed by the absorp- 
tion of small ones. ‘The bank has no busi- 
ness here, and its actions are improper and 
unhead of,’ the Critic exclaimed, but the 
Parrs say that such comment is all bosb. 
‘We have not underwritten the loan, nor 
any part of the loan, but have merely joined 
others as agents for the issue of the bonds,’ 
they say. This is the scheme of the general 
manager, and this innovatf®n marks further 
beginnings and encroachments by joint stock 
banks in the hitherto unknown financia! 
world. This is a part of the £10,000,000 
wanted, but even thus reduced it will not 
be a popular one, because of England's dis- 
satisfaction with Russia’s actions in Peking.

Committee’s Report Pocketed and 
Committee Discharged—A Bit of 
nm Sensation in the Tent—One of 
Dewey’s Bakers Comes Back, 
War Begun on Poachers, 


PASADBNA, June 5.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] There was a mild sensation at the 
wWeeting of Pasadena Tent of Maccabees this 
evening. Interest had been aroused in the 
proposition to take a lease of a new hall 
ta be built by Matthew Slavin, who had 
submitted designs and made a tempting offer. 
Bepeecially in favor of the move was the 
dancing element. for the hall was to have 
one of the finest @ance floors in Southern 
California.

It was expected that a vote 
would be taken this evening, and there was 
a large turnout of members.

George Longley, who enlisted in the navy 
from Pasadena four years ago, and was at 
his post on Admiral Dewey’s flagship, the 
Olympia, during the battle of Manila, 
turned to his home in this 
has been the target for inftumerable gues- 
tions from circles of old friends. gley 
was a baker on the Olympia, but when the 
battle came on his station Was in on eof 
the turrets, swabbing out a big n, and 
passing ammunition. He did his part all 
through the fight, and during that memor- 
able hour when the warships retired for 
breakfast he helped prepare that celebrated 
epread. ‘Our grub had been mostly stowed 
away, said he this evening, “and all we 
could serve to the men was a ration of two 
hardtacks and a hunk of corn beef apiece, 
and a dipper of coffee. No lights were ago- 
ing and we had to tumble over each other 
the best we could in the dark. How the 
sailors swore at each other and jostled each 
other you can imagine. I had to serve three 
messes, and one of them had to go without 
coffee. The man who was carrying the 
coffeepot for that mess slipped and fell on 
it, smashing it to smithereens, and losing 
the coffee of course. How that mess how!ej. 
I actually thought they would throw that 
poor cuss overboard.”’ 

Longley says the men on the Olympia 
felt the shakiest while they were passing 
Corregidor Island, and could see the red 
and green lights of the enemy's signals. 
They feared lest at any moment a torpedo 
would blow them out of the water. ‘““‘When 
that mine exploded just ahead of the ship 
and splashed water all around us, it scared 
the stuffin’s out of us,’’ says Longley. He 
relates that his costume during the battle 
consisted of one undershirt, and that he felt 
warm. He expresses the utmost contempt 
for the Filipinos, but has brought home a 
kindly feeling for the Spanish soldiers. 
“They are hospitable devils,’’ he remarks, 
“and would put their medals and last but- 
tons in pawn to treat us to a drink. Just 
as soon as hostilities were over, they asked 
us to have a drin& with them.’”’ 

Lgogiey has gained thirty pounds since 
he left home, and his physical training itn 
the navy has been of great value to him. 
After he was honorably discharged from the 
ship they wanted him to stay at Hongkong. 
and be a policeman, as most of the ‘‘cops’’ 
there are undersized, but he has come back 
to reside with his mother in Pasadena. He 
says that any fellow weighing 150 pounds is 
pretty sure of a job in the Philippines, or 
the Chinese ports if he is willing to work.

THE SUPERVISORS HOLD AN ALL- 
DAY SESSION. 


Scale Pests Disappearing—County 
Finances — Happenings in the 
Courts—Trouble on the Arrow- 
head Toll Road. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 6.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] At a regular meeting of 
the County Board of Supervisors held today 
the franchise granted some years ago to 
the Highland Lumber Company for conduct- 
ing the City Creek toll road was transferred 
by petition to the Brookings Lumber and 
Box Company, that recently purchased the 
Highland Company’s property. 

The report of the County Treasurer showed 
the May receipts to have been $102,867.92, 
and the expenditures $80,820.69, leaving a 
balance of $132,663.60 in the treasury.

The 
vedalia continue to prove their efficiency as 
the enemy of the white scale, and it is a 
hard matter to find enough scale to keep 
the parasites alive.

Thess dis- 
patches confirm news already at hand, and 
report that that city is all excitement from 
the preparations of people who are making 
ready to go south to the placers. The St. 
Denis sailed from Ensenada Saturday after- 
hoon, but was unable to accommodate all 
those desiring passage on her to San Roque 
landing, and twenty prospectors who were 
unable to secure passage started overland 
yesterday. This is a hard fifteen-day jour- 
ney, but the men are possessed of the 
“placers or bust’’ spirit, and will undoubt- 
ediy get there all right. The latest report 
from the platers came by the way of San 
Quintin, where six Mexican prospectors had 
arrived overland from the mines with eighty 
ounces of gold and nuggets. These men went 
south again yesterday to the mines with 
their families, on the St. Denis. 

The schooner Anita, which sailed from San 
Diego, was delayed at Ensenada from Tues- 
day to Saturday as she Jhad no special per- 
mit from the customs officers to clear from 
that port without an inspection of her cargo. 
The collector of customs at that port has 
received notice that several vessels have 
arrived at Asuncion and San Roque without 
calling at Ensenada for clearance, and he 
has requested the prompt dispatch of a Mex- 
ican gunboat which will guard the coast 
at those points. and capture all vessels 
which are violating the law. 

The schooner Alta, Capt. Harper, sails this 
afternoon with George Beenmaker, her 
owner, and a party of eight, bound for San 
Roque and the placers.

OSTRICH FARMING AN IMPORTANT 
GROWING INDUSTRY, 


Skeleton of a Member of a_ Lost 
Race Found—Body of Whetsler 
Recovered—Crops Better Than 
Ever. 


SANTA ANA, Jine “5.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Not the least_jmportant of the 
g£rowing industries of Orange county is 
ostrich farming. This industry is compara- 
tively undeveloped, yet it has been carried 
on in a small way in the Santa Ana Valley 
for the past ten years. In the past year 
particular attention has ben paid to it, 
and from indications it promises to make a 
remarkable growth from this time on. When 
it is known that the importations in raw 
material in ostrich feathers last year 
amounted to over $1,500,000 it is not to be 
wondered that the industry, under such 
favorable conditions as exist here, should 
become profitable to a most satisfactory ex- 
tent. The new owner of the big ostrich 
farm in the northern portion of the county, 
just before his departure for New York re- 
cently, stated to a representative of the 
press that $100,000 would be expended on the 
farm here within the next few years; that 
he was anxious to produce in a large part, 
right here in California, the raw material 
in feathers that heretofore has been im- 
ported. This, the gentleman claims, can be 
Cone, and at a less cost than the imported 
article, while the quality will be better. All 
the birds which will be added to the farm 
in this county will have to be raised in this 
country, as it is not a paying proposition to 
import them, there being a duty of $500 each 
- birds shipped here from Cape Colony, 

rica. 

California-bred ostriches promise to domi- 
nate the herds of these monster birds which 
will soon be found here in greatly increased 
numbers.

Jefferson, the consideration be- 
ing $5000. 

Arrangements are bein made for the con- 
struction of a new Methodist Church building 
at Clair, in the western portion of the 
county.
